COUNTY GAOLS. 



I N our Report of the last year, we expressed our hope that, before the expiration of 
another year, every county would possess a place of confinement adequate to its 
wants, and which could afford the means of giving effect to the system of discipline 
and classification prescribed by law : at least we had hoped, that in those counties 
in which the work was not executed, preliminary steps would have been taken 
by the grand jury, and presentments made for establishing a sufficient gaol ; and 
we are gratified in being able to state, that very few counties at present remain 
in which such measures have not been adopted ; and we are enabled to present a 
detailed statement upon this important subject, which we trust cannot fail to excite 
general feelings of satisfaction. 

We subjoin a return of the gaols of the several counties, counties of cities, and 
counties of towns in Ireland, divided into eight classes ; specifying the plan of 
each, whether containing sufficient classification, &c., and adding the date of the 
years in which any new gaol or extensive additions have been occupied ; by which it 
will appear within how short a period the prevalence of enlightened principles of 
prison discipline has produced an extensive improvement.

From this statement it appears that it only now remains to accomplish the erection 
of seven hew buildings, in order to complete an efficient system of county gaols; 
and We are gratified in stating, that in several of the counties of the last class, the 
gaols of which we consider as defective, - the subject of building now occupies the 
attention of the grand juries ; and we trust that the measure has been only delayed 
in consequence of doubts which have arisen as to the most advantageous manner 
of carrying the plans into effect. We therefore hope that the proceedings at the 
spring assizes may enable us to report that their arrangements are in progress. 

On the subject of the interior management of the gaols, our tour has afforded us 
much satisfaction ; and we are enabled to report that in a great majority of the 
counties, the prisons are not only improved within the last year, but that a very 
striking change has taken place — the cleanliness of the yards, day rooms and cells — the 
regularity of messes — the comparative efficiency and zeal of the officers — are much 
to be approved of. The establishment of male and female schools has made consi- 
derable progress, and the regulations prescribed by the Acts of Parliament have 
been much better observed, as will more fully appear from our observations under 
other heads, and from the reports contained in our Appendix. 

DISTRICT BRIDEWELLS. 

3 Geo. IV. c. 64, s. 32. 

NO addition has been made to the number of these prisons, within the last 
year. The system is not generally applicable to the local circumstances of the 
different- counties, but in some instances the power of appointing district bridewells 
may be found most valuable,- as we conceive it to be in the case of the two prisons 
of this class which have been established. 

As we have found that a misconception with respect to the nature of such gaols 
is not uncommon, we repeat that their distinguishing character is, that in case of 
persqns committed for trial, at or under sentence of the court of quarter sessions, 
within tbeir respective districts, the prisoners are confined in the bridewell, and not

avoided, and in some cases inconvenient crowding prevented in the county gaol. 

In ordinary cases, doubtless the discipline of the houses of correction or county 
gaol is much to be preferred. 

SMALLER BRIDEWELLS. 

THE opinion on the progress of improvement, which would be formed on in- 
spection of the present state of these prisons, which have been a subject of so 
much disgrace to the gaol system of the country, and of so much difficulty in the 
correction of abuses, is not by any means such as the real circumstances of each 
case would warrant ; as, on the one hand, very little has been completed, and con- 
sequently no very important change is as yet apparent ; on the other hand, many 
improvements have been decided on and commenced, and measures are in considera- 
ble forwardness towards effecting a radical reform. The subject has been taken up 
with a laudable spirit by the grand juries in the great majority of the counties ; and 
we are happy to state, that not many cases remain in which the sums of money 
necessary for new buildings, and for the complete arrangement of the bridewell 
system, have not been actually presented. The following will appear, by our 
Appendix, to be the present state of Bridewells in our annual list : — 

27 complete and sufficient. 

15 in progress of building. 

7 in progress of building with new court-houses. 

29 presentments or resolutions passed for rendering them conformable to law. 

14 reported insufficient. 

14 to be abolished. 

It has been distressing to see the humane system of “ Rules and Regulations of 
the Court of King’s Bench,” and “ Extracts from the Prison Acts,” posted in 
these abodes of wretchedness, as if (to adopt the words of the Report of the Asso- 
ciation for the Improvement of Prisons, See.) in derision. It has been, however, 
our duty to give to the contrast between the law and its fulfilment every publicity 
in our power, in order to stimulate to that improvement, which a fair view of the 
case could not fail to lead ; and the liberality of the counties has been most satis- 
factory. We feel also much indebted to the grand juries for the adoption of plans 
recommended by us. 

We have so far succeeded, as to have little further need to urge upon the grand 
juries the subject of building a sufficient number of good bridewells ; but we are 
persuaded of the necessity of a legislative measure to follow the legal abolition of 
those which are condemned, which would effectually prevent the committal of pri- 
soners to any place of confinement but those publicly sanctioned ; without such a 
regulation the system cannot be complete. This desirable object would be effec- 
tually attained by the annual publication of the List of Bridewells, returned by the 
Inspectors General of Prisons, and by a penal prohibition of the confinement of any 
person whatever in any other prisons. 

The quarterly returns are made with regularity, and the attention of the parochial 
clergy to the charge imposed upon them as local inspectors, remains unremitted ; 
which alone can afford to us a security for the due regulation of establishments so 
scattered throughout the most remote parts of the kingdom. These returns also 
afford valuable information as to the committal, discharge and treatment of every 
prisoner confined even for one night, vouched on oath, and are the only existing 
public documents from which any information is afforded on these important 
subjects. 



MANOR PRISONS. 

THE system of proceeding against the person of debtors, and their committal 
to gaols of this class, has been very much abandoned by the officers presiding in 
the courts of private jurisdictions : still, however, an abuse obviously remains ; viz. 
1 73. that

that while such places exist, nominally connected with the Manor Court thev in 
tact become county prisoners, although not supported by the county ; and while 
the lords of the manors refrain from exercising their power from feelings of huma- 
nity, advantage is taken of the convenience of the only public place of confine- 
meat, and the manor prisons are in many cases used as bridewells. While such 
places exist, affording a ready means of disposing of a prisoner, the cruelty of which 
is from long established custom overlooked, so long will they be made use of - and 
no plan appears to us to afford an effectual remedy, but such an arrangement as we 
have ventured to suggest at the close of our remarks upon the smaller class of 
llridewe Is.

LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

IIIL established asylums in Dublin and in Cork, as well as the minor institu- 
tions in several counties for the care and treatment of the insane, remain very much 
in the same state as when made the subject of our last Report; the particular cir- 
cumstances relating to each will appear throughout our Appendix. 

Since the period of our last Report, the first district lunatic asylum appointed 
under the Acts 1 Geo. IV. c. 98, and 2 Geo. IV. c. 33, and placed under the 
management of the Commissioners “ for the general control, & c. and for directing 
“ thc cre ction establishment and regulation of Asylums for the Lunatic Poor of 
“ Ireland,” has been opened at Armagh, with the advantages of a commodious 
building, an intelligent board of local commissioners, and a governor of experience • 
and it promises to afford a good example of the principle upon which such institutions 
are formed— an example which we trust may encourage a general adoption of the 
plan. The asylum at Armagh extends to the lunatic poor of the five counties of 
Donegal, Tyrone, Armagh, Monaghan and Fermanagh. It contains 106 cells 
allowing the average accommodation to each of these counties of sending 21 cases, 
ihe regulations of the asylum confine the admissions to 84 cases of acute mania, 
allowing 22 beds for convalescent patients. 

It is impossible to estimate too highly the public advantage which must arise 
from the establishment of charitable institutions, founded on principles of true bene- 
volence, and possessing the advantages which the scale and system of the district 
asylums will afford. It is, nevertheless, to be lamented, that a miserable class of 
paupers, who at present generally occupy the smaller lunatic institutions, and who 
are the principal nuisances so much complained of in the county towns, and much 
injure the county gaols, are still to be provided for. The advantages of superior 
medical and moral treatment and prospect of cure, afforded in the district asylums, 
will attiuct the notice of the respectable families of the poorer class, in which there 
maybe lunatic patients, and draw forth from them numberless applications for 
admission into these institutions— indeed, such are the most proper subjects for 
them while the inadmissible cases of idiots so born, the epileptic, and cases of 
incurable insanity, will remain in each county ; and it is in these cases that the 
instances principally arise of petty offences committed in breach of the peace, which 
induce the magistracy to commit the offenders to the county gaols. By the Act 
before cited, all cases sent from the county gaols are thereby rendered admissible 
into the district asylums ; and it is to be feared that persons having no other claim 
may be committed to gaol with a view to give a colour to their admission to the 
distiict asylums, under that clause of the Act, and contrary to their general rules. 
Phis evil is to be guarded against, either by the establishment of small places of safe 
keeping for such persons, attached to county infirmaries, or by some additional pro- 
vision which may connect them with the district asylums. We do not presume to 
go any further in our observations, than to point out the facts as they appear before 
us on our tour. 

A district asylum is nearly completed at Limerick, for the counties of Limerick, 
Clare and Kerry ; and a third asylum is in contemplation for three of the northern 
counties, the site of which has not yet been fixed. 
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OFFICERS OF GAOLS. 

WE have, in our preceding observations on county gaols, observed that a 
striking change has taken place in the general appearance of order and cleanliness 
throughout the prisons of Ireland ; and such a change must establish a claim on 
the part of the officers in general to a share in the approbation which that change 
must excite ; but we are sorry to see, that in counties in which the Board of Super- 
intendence do not undertake the details, so much of the labouring oar is thrown 
upon the local inspectors. The success of the efforts of these officers confirms us 
in the opinion that the government of our county gaols requires the services of 
persons of liberal education, whose minds are prepared to take an enlarged view 
of any subject to which their attention is directed. From this class are the local 
inspectors almost universally selected. And it is to the further experience of these 
officers, and to their cordial desire to establish the best principles of prison disci- 
pline, that we principally impute the change. Some judicious appointments of 
governors and inferior officers have, however, been made, and considerable 
improvement has appeared in many of the old officers. 

With respect to the office of governor of a county gaol, we still hold the opinion 
which we have for four years reported, that it is a matter of vital importance and 
likely to be that turning point upon which the ultimate and permanent success of 
the system of prison discipline will depend, that the qualifications of persons hold- 
ing this arduous office should not continue to be underrated, and that persons should 
be sought from the more cultivated ranks of life. Many such persons could be 
found, who would not think it beneath their rank to undertake duties, the discharge 
of which require the best moral and religious principles, sound judgment, habits 
of order and arrangement, as well as the constant exercise of the best feelings and 
tempers towards the most unhappy of their fellow creatures ; and the remuneration 
for which is so liberal as fairly to claim the services of such a class. We do not by 
any means intend to level these observations against any individuals who may at 
present fill the offices in question, but we consider it an imperative duty to press 
these views on the authorities in whom may be vested the power of future appoint- 
ments. 

One class of inferior officers demands our particular notice ; — viz. the keepers 
of the smaller bridewells. We have stated with much pleasure, under a former head, 
that a very fair prospect is opened for the establishment of suitable small prisons 
throughout the kingdom ; the proper method of conducting which is clearly pointed 
out in the “ Rules and Regulations of the Court of King’s Bench,” which are posted 
up in each of them. To carry into effect these rules, which the keepers are bound 
to do, will require order and method, to be able to read and write, as well as habits of 
strict cleanliness. Persons possessing these qualifications can easily be found to fill 
a situation which offers the advantages of a house rent free, and a salary of at least 
10/. a year, and varying from that rate to 50 /. a year. The lowest of these salaries, 
with an army pension, would enable a very efficient military man to live in comfort, 
and would secure the effectual discharge of the duties required ; but how different a 
picture do the families in charge of these prisons present ? The bridewells are in 
most instances filled up to make provision for persons incapable of earning their 
bread, the filthy state of whose families would destroy the new bridewells now in 
progress, and effectually counteract the intentions of the Legislature, and render 
their erection a waste of the public money. 

SCHOOLS AND LABOUR. 

THE progress of work of the male prisoners in our gaols has been much impeded 
by the uncertainty of the law respecting the power of sentence to hard labour, 
and the legitimate mode of employment of those not under that sentence. While 
on the one hand, the Act 3 Geo. IV. c. 64, not only authorizes, but requires 
the governor of every gaol to employ the poor prisoners in such labour as the 
Magistracy shall appoint, the Boards of Superintendence, in different counties, 
differ in their view of the law, and construction of the term “ labour,” as intended 
by the Act, and consequently in their regulations on a point upon which so much 
of the success of prison discipline depends. It also does not yet seem to be under- 
stood whether the Act 3 Geo. IV. c. 114, which extends the sentence of “hard 
J 73 - C labour” 
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labour” to numerous, to indeed almost all of the most common offences which 
were, prior to the passing of that Act, only subject to punishment by imprisonmen 
is applicable to crimes committed in Ireland. We trust that all these doubts mav 
in the present year be cleared up. These circumstances have in many counties pre- 
vented the general use of, and consequently any important result from, the labour 
of the “ tread-wheel,” it not being used systematically as an instrument of labour 
but often merely as occasion may require, worked for a short time for the purpose 
of raising water. Several of the wheels are ill constructed, and worse than useless as 
they discourage the magistracy from following up a system, the success of which apl 
pears from the public reports made in Great Britain, to have been completely proved 
in that country, and to have established it as one of the most valuable instruments of 
imprisonment in the county gaols. Tread-wheels are erected in nearly half of the 
counties. We have, however, no means of furnishing a satisfactory statement of the 
proportions ot the quantum of labour in the several prisons ; we can only affirm 
confidently, that the wheel is used beyond the most moderate rate of labour in no one 
instance. 

The breaking .stones for the yards of prisons, and for the public streets and roads 
has made considerable progress, and appears now to be the principal established 
mode of employment. The profits upon this description of labour are in some in- 
stances considerable. The house of correction at Belfast have made a clear profit 
ot 120/. on the breaking stones within the year ending at summer assizes 182s and 
within the last three months the produce has exceeded 5,5 L- weaving poundinv 
hemp, scutching flax, making nets and matting, and the employment of some trades' 5 
men in their respective trades, are to be found in the county gaols : but on the 
whole, the progress of labour in the male classes is very backward, and heretofore 
discouraging : we are not, however, without hope of improvement within the next 
year in this important branch of prison discipline. The employment of the females 
proceeds in a much more satisfactory manner ; and the different classes of women are 
to be found in all the best regulated gaols well employed, and placed under efficient 
matrons ; the better class are principally instructed in spinning, knitting and other 
female trades, and the lower class in washing for the whole gaol, for which purpose 
some well appointed laundries have been fitted up. v 1 

The schools, both male and female, have become almost universal, and been at- 
tended with the best success ; attention to this subject has been peculiarly called for 
in prisons defective in other modes of employment, and the instruction of the 
prisoners has been carried on with considerable good effect. 

The success of this most interesting part of prison discipline has derived invaluable 
aid from the increase of the number of Ladies Committees, to the happy effects of which 
we have borne our warmest testimony, and we feel that we cannot too often repeat our 
opinion of the value of their labours. This benevolent spirit has spread within the 
last year, and is so rapidly gaining ground, that we have every hope that within a 
short period such a committee will be formed in almost every county. Nothin^ 
could -be morc lt '|'b ; gratifying to us than on our late tour to witness several instances 
m which the ladies of leading rank and influence in the countiy had entered into 
every detail connected with the regulation of the female class, and afforded a con- 
siderable portion of their time to personal superintendence. 

The shelter for females discharged from the prisons in Dublin continues to 
answer the purposes for which itis intended ; and we are happy to receive an account 
, th .® P 10 P 0se p establishment of a similar place of refuge in the city of Cork. Such 
charitable institutions are not only good in themselves, hut they also afford proof 
°i the success of the Ladies Committees in the gaols, as no persons discharged are 
admissible to them but those who are anxious to seek a shelter from evil communication 
and temptation to crime, m consequence of a “ change of mind," produced^ bv 
previous instruction ; and of this class abundant applications are to he found for 
admission into any such places of shelter as may be established. 
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GENERAL PENITENTIARIES. 

Richmond General Penitentiary. 

OUR opinion upon the importance and value of the penitentiary system, founded 
on the sound and humane principle of substituting moral reform for the punishment 
of transportation, has been so fully expressed in former years, that we do not feel 
it necessary to put forward in this Report what would only be a repetition of senti- 
ments already submitted to Government. 

The Richmond Penitentiary being the only establishment of this kind in Ireland, 
our experience of the application of the principle is limited to the example which 
that institution affords, which however much tends to confirm us in our favourable 
views of the system. 

This penitentiary being situated in the city of Dublin, we have frequent opportu- 
nities of inspecting its interior management ; and we do not hesitate to state, that in 
the general arrangements of the establishment ; the strict observance of the regula- 
tions ; the system of accounts and book-keeping in the several departments ; the 
checks established upon the expenditure of money, as well as upon the routine of 
duty ; the general deportment of the inmates, both on the male and female side ; 
and the minute attention to cleanliness which distinguishes every part of the estab- 
lishment ; the Richmond Penitentiary is not surpassed by any institution in the 
empire. 

We are gratified in thinking that the character of this national establishment, and 
the justice 'of our remarks, do not rest upon our opinion alone, but that the testi- 
mony of many individuals of influence and intelligence who have visited this 
country, and whose attention has been attracted to the Penitentiary systeta, will be 
found to corroborate our Report. 

It is manifest, however, that the exertions of the governor to do justifce to this 
institution are impeded by certain defects, some of which are so important, and at 
the same time so capable of correction, that we feel called upon to submit them to 
the notice of Government ; and to propose such remedies as the case requires, and 
as appear necessary to give effect and permanency to the system. We allude par- 
ticularly to the three following particulars ; viz. ist, The mode of selecting the in- 
mates ; 2dly, The propriety of extending the present building ; and 3dly, The 
necessity for establishing some test whereby systematically to ascertain that the 
object of moral reformation has been substantially effected in the case of persons 
discharged. As the partial substitution of domestic confinement, in place of trans- 
portation, is grounded in the principle of selection, it is obviously necessary that 
such inquiry should be made in each case, as would enable the Government, in 
whose hands the power of selecting is placed, to fix upon the proper objects. To 
this end it is absolutely necessary that information should be obtained respecting the 
age, health and moral character of the applicants, as well of the desire manifested 
by them respectively to undergo the commuted and (as is intended) mitigated sen- 
tence of committal to a penitentiary. 

The rules of the establishment being framed for adults, the institution is evidently 
unsuited to persons of either sex of extreme youth, such as have frequently been 
confined. Those rules are still more inapplicable to the old and infirm, who cannot 
be kept at “ hard labour,” as directed by the warrant of committal, or instructed 
in trades whereby to enable them to obtain a livelihood. On this head, therefore, we 
would beg to suggest that the governor should prepare a list of queries, embracing 
these objects of inquiry, and such further particulars as it might be desirable to learn 
respecting every convict whom it is proposed to commit to the penitentiary. We 
would propose that those queries should be transmitted to the local inspectors and 
governors of the several prisons in which applicants are cohfihed, and that satis- 
factory answers should be indispensably required. 

As future decision on the general question of extending the penitentiary system in 
this country may much depend upon a comparative view of the expense of a convict 
transported to the colonies, with that of one committed to a house of reform, it is

Under these circumstances we cannot hesitate to urge the immediate execution 
of the proposed plan of enlargement. executlon 

It is to be observed, finally, that the regulations of a penitentiary are but the 
means whereby to effect the important end* of restoring fhc inmates as ya knble 
members to society. Many interesting facts can be adduced M encoura.Tng Ss 
of success in this respect; but as, under present circumstances, information fan onlv 
>e obtained either accidentally, or by an investigation on tile part of the governor" 
both iaborious and uneertam, ,t is of vital importance that a principle should be 
acted upon which might, in a systematic wav, establish the snumci n ,. f -i r

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GAOL OF NEWGATE, DUBLIN. 

Although in the seven county gaols which form the eighth class in our 
Report on that head, the accommodation is too defective to render them (what they 
ought to be) the instruments of punishment and fear, and at the same time of moral 
reformation ; yet in these prisons nothing appears absolutely repugnant to the 
common principles of humanity, or to shock the feelings of a casual visitor. In 
the metropolis alone are such scenes continued to the present enlightened period ; 
and it is our duty again to report, that the prison of Newgate presents a spectacle 
which it must be painful to any person to behold, however he may be indifferent to, 
nay prejudiced against, that humane policy which the Prison Acts in Great Britain 
and Ireland breathe through every page. Any friend to humanity or civilization 
must shrink from such scenes of crowding, fifth, nakedness, blasphemy and dis- 
order, as these prisons present. These evils we again repeat arise solely out of the 
want of a sufficient building. We attach no blame whatever to the officers placed 
in the government of those establishments ; on the contrary, it is surprising that 
things are not worse, and that the degree of cleanliness which is observed, and vigi- 
lance of medical officers, can keep this place of confinement in that healthy state in 
which we have always found it. Moral infection has, however, its full effect ; and 
we do not hesitate to declare, that in whatever manner the object is to be attained, 
the erection of a new prison for the city of Dublin is indispensable. This object 
is one of great magnitude, in respect to the sum which must necessarily be expended ; 
but on the other hand, the extent of the good which is to be attained, and of the 
mischief to be avoided, is in proportion great. As it is impossible but that the 
effects of the bad state of Newgate must be felt throughout the prisons of Ireland ; 
the number of prisoners apprehended and confined in Dublin, who are transmitted 
to other county gaols ; the number of convicts who are transmitted to the hulks 
and the female depot ; the frequent opportunities which duty presents for the 
visits of officers from the different counties to the gaol of the metropolis ; these 
and other causes tend to render Newgate (what it really is) a source of contagion 
to the prison system in general, and a counteraction to the progress of general 
improvement in the prison discipline of the country. The sample which this gaol 
of the metropolis exhibits to an active magistrate, or the officer of a county prison, 
who may seek for information in Dublin, must tend to damp exertion, and to 
convey an extraordinary idea of the manner in which the laws relating to the depart- 
ment are enforced in the metropolis. The character of the gaol system of Ireland 
must thus suffer, not only from the observation of visitors from the interior of the 
country, but from those of the numerous travellers of intelligence and influence, 
the attention of whom is happily much drawn to the subject, and who naturally 
pay their first visit to the gaol of Dublin, and from thence form their first if not 
their only idea of an Irish county gaol.

400. On the male side of this prison there are 50 convicts under sentence of transportation, L _ lstllct - 
and on the female side 22, the delay in the transmission of whom, (particularly the males, 
who could be placed in the hulk at Kingston,) much tends to aggravate the evils arising 
from the well-known insufficiency of the gaol of the city of Dublin. At the present period 
the convicts amount to near one third of the total number of prisoners. 

We have, in our general Report for the present year, borne our testimony to the exertions 
of the officers, both in the general discipline of the prison and in the medical department. 

The grand jury have judiciously adopted the clean and wholesome diet of bread and milk, 
which is a measure (although attended with additional expense), quite essential in cases 
where no efficient system of cooking can be established. A school is established on the 
male side, and a matron is placed in charge of the females, who under great disadvantages 
gives full satisfaction in the discharge of her important duties. The total want of employ- 
ment in this prison is much to be lamented, but it is almost unavoidable.

Smithfield Penitentiary. 

THE male side of this prison is intended for the reformation of juvenile offenders, and 
no male inmates are received above the age of 14. The present number of boys is about 80, 
who are employed principally in weaving. A school is established at which all those boys 
attend who are not at work on the loom : the weavers attend it only as a Suuday school. 

The boys appear to suffer a good deal for want of shoes ; so much so, that a great propor- 
tion of those who appeared on the day of inspection had their legs bandaged; some were 
so sore as to bleed from the effects of cold, the boys being unsupplied with shoes or 
stockings. 

Our opinion has been before expressed on the manner in which this department of the 
Smithfield Penitentiary is conducted. We are satisfied of the sincere desire on the part 
of the governor and matron to improve the moral condition of the inmates, but we consider 
their success as much impeded by the want of a more methodical system throughout the 
whole establishment, and of that attention to forms and to the mechanical parts of edu- 
cation which produces so much effect in the government of boys, and is so essential to 
the formation of good habits in them ; the consequences of this defect struck us more 
forcibly than ever on our last inspection ; the boys appeared uncouth and discontented, 
and less under those influences which would bespeak solid improvement than they had 
appeared before. The school is not conducted with any of the advantages of the modern 
system of education, and is therefore below the average of ordinary country schools. We 
would strongly recommend the adoption of that part of the system of the Model School, 
Kildare-place, which does not respect religious instruction, and that a suitable school- 
room should be arranged, and a supply of school requisites provided from thence ; the 
master also should go through a course of instruction in that school. 

The report which we are called upon to make on the present want of accommodation in 
the prisons of the city of Dublin, will contain suggestions which will embrace this most 
interesting branch of prison discipline, which we cannot but consider as wanting much 
reform ; and we need therefore only add, that if the city are disposed in the meantime to 
receive our suggestions with respect to the juvenile penitentiary, we shall be happy to 
afford every assistance in our power on a subject which we consider as demanding 
attention. 

The female side of the prison receives such females as are under sentence of imprison- 
ment for terms under six months. In this prison therefore are confined the classes who are 
the proper subjects for the labour and discipline of a workhouse, a system much wanted 
in this city, and which we hope to see included in any general arrangements which may 
take place.

— !!!!!!_, , . THIS prison has improved every year since we first visited it, and justly ranks verv 
high as an establishment conducted with great care and regularity, in which the prisoners 
are well and profitably employed, and the whole system carried on with that order and 
cleanliness which does credit to the city and to the officers. We have however always the 
painful task in the city of Dublin of stating the insufficiency of the different gaols to 
contain the classes ol prisoners to which they are severally allotted ; the number of cots 
on the male side, in each cell (of eight feet square), are four, whereas the most material 
object m an establishment bearing m any degree the character of a penitentiary is the 
separation of prisoners by night ; this disadvantage is as much as possible counteracted by 
the steadily keeping all the prisoners to work during the day ; but the moral reformation of 
the inmates can make but small progress where so many are crowded together by ni«-ht ■ 
the remedy for this evil we have endeavoured to point out in a special tieport whicli we 
have been called upon to make upon the gaol of Newgate. 

fhere are at present 65 looms in constant operation ; and the prisoners who have been 
but a short time in the bridewell, are able to work at the simple species of manufacture 
which has been introduced. Each prisoner on the male side commences his term of 
imprisonment by working at the tread-wheel, which is extremely well conducted. 

The arrangements of the dietary, which had always met our approbation, are likely to be 
much improved by the establishment of a bakery, to supply bread to all the prisons of 
Dublin and by the erection of a second tread-wheel, the power of which is to be applied 
to grinding flour. Tile diet is not according to any of the schedules established for county 
gaols, but of a mixed kind, with animal food, and is both good and reasonable in the 
amount per head. The present rate of provisions being unusually high, the dietary averages 

On the female side the matron continues to conduct the different classes with great 
regularity; they are all well employed, and much attention paid to their moral improve- 
ment. 1 he accommodation on this side of the bridewell is badly arranged, undone class 
ot the females is obliged to sleep iii a large dormitory ; one room is judiciously set apart for 
women who have the care of young children.

TIIIS prison contains 37 rooms, including kitchen, hotel, chapel aud hospital; one 
corridor is allotted to female prisoners. The marshalsea now contains 65 prisoners, being 
about its average number ; rents are paid for the rooms, and the debtors confined under 
neai ly the same regulations as those established for the four courts marshalsea. The general 
appearance 01 the establishment was improved since our last Report.

1 11 IS marshalsea is the prison of the court of King’s Bench, established for the custody 
of persons confined for debt, after the return of the writ ; the prisoners are removed from 
the several county gaols 011 the return of the writ, or afterwards removed by habeas 
corpus. 

It is regulated under the control of a local inspector and marshal, with inferior officers, 
and under rules and regulations established by the court of King’s 'Bench in pursuance of 
the 50th Geo. 3, c. 103, sec. 73, &c. by which the fees are regulated. 

A considerable emolument arises to the marshal from rent and fees established by the 
court. The rates of the apartments let to either one or more prisoners, are painted upon 
he door ot the room. The prison is closed at night, and all persons obliged to retire to 
their apartments, strangers being excluded from the marshalsea. The tap is placed under 
strict rules, and all spirituous liquors forbidden. 

The prison consists of three classes of persons ; viz. 

1. Persons paying rent for rooms. 

2. Common-hall prisoners, paying 1 d. per night. 

3. Pauper prisoners. 



These classes have been heretofore indiscriminately mixed in the prison, except with 
respect to the different apartments to which they are entitled, the yards being common to 
a ‘ a n , * e § u ‘ ar dietary could be established, and the allowance of bread to paupers was 
confined to twenty individuals. r 

Since our last Report the estimate has been carried into execution for the better separa- 
tion ot the yards ; and the classification for which the work was intended is now effected. 

The present state of the marshalsea is as follows : 

1st Class. Thirty-nine gentlemen and respectable persons, paying rent for their 
accommodation, for whom 35 rooms are available, viz. 9 double rooms, and 
26 single rooms. This would upon an average calculation of the numbers 
and rank of the inmates accommodate about fifty with sufficient room. The 
prison is now very thin, but occasionally three or lour persons are placed in the 
double rooms. 



2d Class. 
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2d Class. — Twenty-five common-hall prisoners. 

3d Class. — Twenty-six paupers, to whom 5 rooms are available, and 
accommodation . 

4th Class. — Three respectable females, to whom 1 room is allotted. 

5th Class.' — Three pauper females, to whom 1 room is allotted. 

The female classes are very ill accommodated with respect to a yard, having no other 
than that belonging to the common-hall class of men. 

On the whole it is evident that sufficient accommodation does not exist, and that until 
an addition shall be made upon an extended site, the prison must labour under serious 
difficulties, with respect to the comforts of the debtors, and the means of good government. 
A great change for the better, we conceive, however, has certainly taken place within the 
last year. 

City Marshalsea. 

THIS marshalsea remains a disgrace to the prison system of the country, and deserves 
our most marked disapprobation. The funds are so low, the building, See. so bad, that 
nothing hut the utmost exertion could establish any thing like order or cleanliness, and in 
this respect we have every reason to observe the neglect, and to disapprove the conduct of 
the officers of the prison. 

The local inspection, medical care of the prisoners, See. form part of the duty of the city 
gaols in general. This prison is however under the corporation, and not as other gaols 
under the care of the grand jury, magistrates or police. Sir Edward Stanley, the local 
inspector of Dublin, suggests a good plan for the alteration of the female side. 

Si. Sepulchre and St. Donore Manor Prisons. 

THESE gaols remain as last year ; but we trust that we shall not report upon them 
again, in consequence of a general arrangement which we trust is about to be carried into 
effect without delay, and by which the evil of the local gaols will be remedied.

Richmond Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS asylum continues to merit the favourable report which we were enabled to 
make of it in the last year. The sewers and water-closets still remain in the same defec- 
tive state ; an estimate having, however, been made for an effectual repair, and included in 
the general estimate for the year, we hope to have this evil remedied before our next 
Report. 

The general want of accommodation in the House of Industry, for the reception of the 
incurable cases, still crowds this asylum with persons not being proper objects for recep- 
tion therein ; and the want of an effectual vent for all such cases not only occupies those 
cells which are much needed for cases of curable mania, but occasions a mixture which is 
injurious to the operations of the asylum. The present number of incurable cases in this 
institution are 1 1 8.

County of Armagh Gaol. 

THE bad construction and defective accommodation of this gaol has been several times North 
reported upon by Major Palmer, but no plan has as yet been adopted for affording a better District. 
prison to the county. The subject has engaged the attention of the grand jury for a con- v 
siderable time, and a plan for the enlargement of the gaol has been laid before them at the 
last assizes, by Mr. Farrell, which 1 should much approve, in the event of their determining 
to add to the present prison. The addition proposed is an extensive building in the rear 
of the present gaol, upon the radial plan, the cost of which would exceed 9,000/. Many, 
however, of the gentlemen of the county are of opinion, that where the necessity of so con- 
siderable an expenditure is admitted, the most effectual and ultimately the most economical 
plan to adopt would be the erection of a new gaol upon a more eligible site, and in which an 
opportunity would be afforded of making the entire arrangement of the different parts of 
the establishment upon the most approved principles. This measure I should certainly 
recommend in preference to any partial building. ..... 

An objection arises to the plan of enlarging the present building, from the circumstances 
of the old gaol, which is more deficient in the nature than in the quantity of accommo- 
dation : the present cells are so large as to contain in several of them three or four large 
bedsteads ; and the number thus placed together at night is destructive to the moral 
government of the prisoners. .... , , 

The female prison is improved since my first acquaintance with this gaol, and the women 
are now separated into two classes. No system of clothing has as yet been adopted, but 
l have recommended it as indispensable. Both classes are now employed in spinning ; 
which system might be altered with advantage, by establishing a laundry, and employing the 
second class of females in washing for the whole prison. 

The system of messing is admirably conducted. A steam kitchen upon a very good 
construction enables the officers to serve the provisions to the day rooms with great regu- 
larity, and the order in which the prisoners sit down to their meals is most gratifying. In 
this arrangement, as well as in the order and cleanliness of the whole interior, much praise 
is due to the local inspector. . . . , 

The male prisoners not sentenced to hard labour are employed in weaving linen, and 
some tradesmen at their trades, shoemaking and tailors-work ; the remainder are put to 
labour in breaking stones under sheds erected for that purpose. At present the stones are 
sent out and disposed of, but it would be much for the advantage of the prison to lay new 
floors in the several yards, of stones broken very small. 

On the whole I have had much satisfaction in my inspection of this prison.

Armagh District Lunatic Asylum. 

THE Armagh district lunatic asylum contains accommodation for 82 cases of aoute 
mania, and 24° convalescent, making 106. There are 8 corridors with .a tag. day room 
to each, 2 yards for male and 2 for female patients ; the kitchen, the laundry and storage 
are under ground, but light and well ventilated. The asylum is confined to the reception 
of patients from the following counties ; viz. Armagh, Tyrone, Monaghan, Donegal and 
Fermanagh. No patient can be admitted without a previous application made at the 
asylum, and a form of admission obtained, the terms of which must be accurately complied 
with, and the form returned for the approval of the board of local commissioners, before the 
patient can be received. The form embraces an affidavit of poverty, a medical certificate 
of insanity, a recommendation from the minister ot the parish and the churchwardens, and 
also an engagement on the part of some respectable person that the patient shall be with- 
drawn from the asylum on recovery, or on becoming incurable and harmless.

There are 8 males and 9 females constantly employed, the males working in the garden 
and making mats. The females are daily supplied with work by Mrs. Jackson, and em- 
ployed in spinning flax, sewing and knitting ; and four patients assist in the laundry. A 
variety of 'kitchen and laundry fixtures and other conveniences are still to be provided, 
before a. good interior can be completed, but every thing is in progress towards an excellent 
system ; and from my knowledge of the qualifications of Mr. Jackson, the moral governor 
in another institution distinguished for its good interior regulation, and for the humane and 
skilful treatment of the insane, I have no doubt that every satisfaction will be afforded by 
the Armagh asylum to the counties connected with the establishment. 

Newtown Hamilton Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is attached to a sessions court-house, a building by no means in good 
order or convenient, and the accommodation of tlie prison wholly inadequate to the 
purposes for which it is intended, in conformity with the regulations established by law. It 
consists of 2 low and bad cells, without any day room ; 1 yard, 40 feet by 30, and no sepa- 
ration for males and females. The gaoler’s apartments are in a filthy state. Should the 
county determine to continue the preseut bridewell, the cells might he so arranged as to 
accommodate the female prisoners ; the yard may be subdivided, and a male prison built 
at one end. This arrangement would enable the inspector-general to report the accommo- 
dation as legal ; but the court-house and gaol would each still remain a very indifferent one . 

Lurgan Bridewell. 

THE prison in this town is totally unfit for use, and it is quite necessary that no prisoner 
in future be confined therein, and that a room should be hired during the sessions, until a 
bridewell shall be erected upon a new site, there being no yards, or space whereon to 
inclose any. 

Ballybot ( Newry ) Bridewell. 

THIS prison consists of two large cells attached to a substantial good court-house ; the 
yard is not subdivided ; but should the grand jury decide on the continuance of this gaol, 
it might be rendered efficient, by building day rooms in the angles of the building in rear of 
the present cells, and by subdividing the rear yard, into which the day rooms could be made 
to open. The windows of the present cells are exposed to the public ; and during the 
short time which i spent in the prison, provisions were received from tire friends of the 
only prisoner confined, and who is fed by the county. The whole of the yard has been 
appropriated by the keeper to his own use, and converted into a garden. The milk for all 
the prisoners has also been supplied from cows kept by him contrary to law. 



Market Hill Bridewell. 

THE money presented for this prison has been laid out since the last Report, and it is 
now an efficient bridewell. 

County of Antrim Gaol. 

1 HE prison of the county of Antrim is formed in the shape of the letter II, with a 
keeper s house m front ; the debtors are placed in the cross centre building ; the rear 
pnsons are occupied, on the one side by females, and on the other by juvenile criminal 
offenders. The felons occupy the front prison on both sides; the classification is as 
follows, viz. 

N* 1. Felons untried. 

2. Ditto tried. 

3. Misdemeanants tried and untried. 

4. Debtors. 

5. Females.

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The average number of prisoners within the last year has amounted to 140, the maxi- North 
mum at any one time 210 ; the cells are 6a in number. From this statement it is clear that District. 

the prison is wholly insufficient for the gaol of this extensive county, and no means appear ' ’ 

practicable for rendering it so by an additional building upon the present site. From 
thirty to sixty prisoners are placed in one yard ; the number has amounted to eighty. 

Every thing that can be done to counteract these defects, by regularity of system and a 
striking degree of cleanliness, has been effected in the gaol, the interior regulations of 
which do great credit to the local inspector and officers. A well contrived steam kitchen 
apparatus has been erected, and the messing of the classes is conducted with great regu- 
larity. The school is carried on very well, but no other employment is effected for the 
male prisoners. This want, however, is the less to be lamented m a county in which so 
efficient a house of correction is supported. It is still, however, a serious defect, arising 
from the badness of the gaol. 

The female class is conducted by a competent matron ; but I should recommend some 
improvement, in order to enable the local inspector the better to regulate the class. 

1st, That female clothing of a better description should be given unifonnly to 
every woman. 

2d, That the present upper work room and debtors room, and the passage into 
which they open, should be thrown into one room, with windows 
opening into the female yard, and that the first class of females should 
occupy this room as their work room and day room. 

3d. That the present day room should be fitted up as a laundry, with washing 
troughs and a boiler, and that the second class should be employed in 
washing for the whole gaol. 

Tt is particularly distressing to see zealous and good officers surrounded by difficulties 
which are insuperable bars to the success of a good system ; and it is very satisfactory to 
me to learn that the grand jury have turned their serious attention to the subject of building 
a new county gaol, which is the only measure that can remedy the evil.

Town of Carrickfergus Gaol. 

THIS gaol, consisting of five rooms, is in so dilapidated a state, that it is totally unfit 
for the reception of visitors ; nor is it less fitted for that purpose by want of room or of 
repair, than it is rendered so by the filthy state in which it is kept by an old man totally 
unqualified for the care of the smallest class of prison. At present the greater part of the 
prisoners are committed to the county gaol, and the expense of their dietary discharged 
from the funds of the town of Carrickfergus. The magistrates of the town look for a 
legislative arrangement by which the prisoners will be entirely transferred to the county gaol 
of Antrim; but in failure of such an arrangement being accomplished in the next session, it 
will be essential to build a new gaol.

County of Antrim Bridewells. 

THERE are eleven minor prisons in this county, exclusive of the county gaol and the 
gaol of the town of Carrickfergus. 

The grand jury have presented sums of money, and appointed commissioners under the 
5 ° Oeo. 3, c. 103, for the purpose of erecting new prisons in the sessions towns of 
Antrim, Ballimeua and Ballymoney. 

In Antrim, a special reason has been assigned for the postponement of the intended 
work, and one of the two cells in the present place of confinement has been repaired. It 
is also intended to put the other cell into order, and to inclose an airing yard within 1116 
market-place. 

Nothing has as yet been done towards commencing the bridewells at Ballymena and 
Ballymoney, although three instalments of the presentment have been levied, and ifye 
present places of confinement are black holes of the worst description. In Ballymena, 

the 
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the magistrates and police have ceased to lodge prisoners in the present prison ; but the 
miserable dungeon at Ballymoney is still made use of, and the keeper states that he has 
had fifteen prisoners confined at a time.

Very properly, no salaries are paid by the county to keepers of manor prisons ; but in the 
sessions towns the keeper only receives a small sum for keeping the court-house, and does 
not receive the salary prescribed by law, Act 3 Geo. IV. c. 64, viz. 10 1 . a year at the least 
as bridewell keeper. 

The seneschals of the manors of this county have humanely ceased to issue executions 
against the person of debtors, in consideration of the miserable state of the prisons, which 
in structure and supplies are wholly unfit for the reception of prisoners. A great public 
evil, notwithstanding, remains, in consequence of the existence of such prisons, viz. that 
in towns where public places of confinement of any description, however bad, are allowed to 
remain, (as in several instances is found to be the case in this county,) the convenience to 
the magistracy and police induces them to commit to them, which is not only contrary 
to law, but revolting to every feeling of humanity. I t is hoped that an arrangement will 
take place with respect to the manor gaols, which will decide the abolition of these prisons ; 
and it will then be for the consideration of the grand jury whether it may be necessary to 
establish any county bridewells, except in quarter sessions towns, built upon such a plan 
as to alford the accommodation required by law. 



Belfast House of Correction, 

THIS building consists of a front house, containing governor’s house in the centre, with 
a male prison on one side, and a female prison on the otlrer, each having three tiers of cells ; 
behind this house are two yards, and in rear of the yards two houses, containing work 
rooms and kitchens in each , with a laundry on the female side. Men work under sheds in 
the exterior passage. 

The prison being exclusively a house of correction, limited to persons sentenced to hard 
labour, exhibits a specimen of the effects of such establishments when carried on in the 
true spirit of the system; and I am gratified in finding that in this prison entire justice is 
done to it, so far as the accommodation admits. The male and female classes are kept to 
work for twelve hours in the day in summer, and during daylight in winter. The women 
are employed in spinning, carding wool,, and making the prison dresses, which are manu- 
factured in the house, also in washing. The males are principally employed in breaking 
stones for the streets of the town of Belfast, also in weaving. 

The profits arising from the work are very considerable. 

Within the last year the total profit amounted to - - £.210. 8. 10., 

Of this sum the profit upon breaking stones amounted to - 123. 0. 0. 

And the increase upon this latter source of profit is so considerable, that within the last 
three months the men have cleared a sum of 55/. It should also be observed, that the 
return arising to the county, thus stated, is exclusive of the saving to the public arising 
from the sheeting and prison dresses being supplied from the work of the prisoners. The 
adult prisoners break from 15 to 18 cwt. of stones in the day, and the juvenile offenders 10 
cwt. The profit upon the stones broken small is 1 s. per ton, and upon the large stones, 
prepared for paving the streets, &c. 2 s. iid. per ton. 

1 was happy to find that in this scene of active labour, the re-committals are incon-. 
siderable ; the numbers within the year being — 

Males - - 262 ; re-committed 5 boys. 

Females - - 84 ; re-committed 4. 

It is to be lamented that a separate class cannot be contrived for juvenile offenders. 

The schools are carried on with regularity, one hour in the day being allotted to instruc- 
tion ; and a Sunday school being established. 

1 had the pleasure of trying the progress of one man who had come into the gaol ignorant 
•of letters, and can at the end of eight months read tolerably well. 

The kitchen is not well contrived, and the general state of the rooms in the rear house is 
not good. I should wish to call the attention of the board of superintendence to the 
'expediency of erecting a steam apparatus, as in the county gaol. 

I have 
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I have suggested to the local inspector the establishment of a more regular system of North 
serving the provisions ; and I should recommend the placing washing troughs and a boiler District. 
in the laundry. ..... 

The want of an infirmary is a decided defect in the prison ; indeed, it is in every point 
of view much to be desired that this useful and well-conducted house of correction should 
be enlarged. 

Nothing can be more satisfactory than the cleanliness and general regulation of the male 
and female classes.

County of Cavan Gaol. 

HAVING had frequent opportunities during the last year of visiting this gaol, and of 
superintending the arrangements made therein, I am enabled to report with certainty upon 
every part of its interior government. At the period of my former report on the gaol at 
Cavan, 1 saw much reason to disapprove the system pursued therein, in which opinion I 
was confirmed by the report of Major Palmer; and the board of superintendence had deter- 
mined on our reports, to recommend to the. high sheriff the removal of some of the principal 
officers ; but I have much satisfaction in stating, that without resorting to such un 
pleasant measures, a radical reform has been effected ; and that in the cleanliness of the 
yards and prison, the regularity of the books, system of messing, and general order and 
regulation of the interior, the gaol of Cavan is scarcely inferior to any other in the district. 

Although the want of accommodation has obliged the grand jury to occupy the house 
built as an infirmary, by the female classes, and the arrangements can therefore only be 
considered as temporary, that building contains sufficient room to afford sleeping rooms, one 
day room, a work room, laundry, and a separate apartment for women who nave young 
children. The female prisoners are clothed in a uniform neat dress, are kept constantly to 
work, and enabled to earn a proportion of the produce of their labour, leaving a surplus to 
the credit of the public, which more than covers the expense. In the laundry the washing 
for the whole gaol is carried on : the washing troughs are now out of repair, and require 
immediate attention ; the account of the work is regularly kept. The ladies committee have 
not been regular in carrying into effect their arrangements for the weekly superintendence 
of the female prisoners ; much good, however, has arisen from their countenance and 
occasional visits, and from the zealous attendance of some ladies. 

The employment of the men principally consists in the breaking of stones, which is dili- 
gently carried on and well executed ; excellent floors for the yards, with a broad terrace 
walk surrounding the prison, have been already completed. The prisoners receive one third 
of their earnings. 

The grand jury have presented a sum of 6,000 l. for an extensive addition to the gaol, on 
a plan executed by Mr. Farrell, on the radial principle : this plan comprises the additional 
accommodation of 40 cells, with a governor’s house, chapel, and cooking kitchen, which 
will enable the board of superintendence to effect an important saving in the dietary. The 
present want of a cooking kitchen obliges the county to adopt the simple and cleanly, but 
expensive dietary of bread and milk. 

In the entrance lodge a very efficient system has been established for the care of lunatic 
prisoners, who had at all times much deranged the system of this prison. Cells have been 
fitted up for prisoners of this description, who are wholly detached from the rest of the 
establishment, and placed under the care of an experienced officer brought from the asylum 
attached to the House of Industry in Dublin. Thus by the expense of one officer, whose 
salary is only equal to that of a turnkey, the county possess the advantage (so far as the 
prison system is concerned,) of a well regulated lunatic asylum.

The further classification of the gaol is partly impeded by a considerable portion of the 
limited accommodation being allotted to lunatics, who occupy four large cells, and who bv 
mixing with the male classes in their day rooms, destroy every chance of order and improve- 
ment 111 the prison ; the intermixture of the sane and insane tending as much to demoralize 
the one as to increase the malady of the other. I have strongly recommended that some 
arrangement should be made for separating these cases from the other prisoners, and should 
suggest the adoption of a plan lately attended with much success in another county of 
placing a person accustomed to the practice of a well-regulated lunatic asylum, to act as 
turnkey and manager of this class : a day room must be set apart for them 

The general arrangements of this gaol do credit to the local inspector and officers, and I 
do not doubt of their conducting the interior of the new gaol to the satisfaction of the 
county ; their efforts are much embarrassed under present circumstances, but in some points 
the system is highly to be approved. The manner of preparing and serving the messes, 
and the attention paid to the decorum of the classes during their meals, reflect much credit 
on the chaplains and other officers. The gaol is, in general, clean. 

The defect principally to be deplored in the present want of room, and which cannot for a 
long time be remedied, is the crowded and miserable state of the female prisoners tried and 
untried, well conducted and ill conducted, women with young children, all crowded together 
without the possibility of introducing order, cleanliness, or improvement of auy°kind. 
Several of the females are employed ; but such is the general state of this class, that some 
exertion ought to he made without delay, and I should hope it might be practicable for 
fhe county to take up the infirmary of the new gaol, which is now roofed in, and to place the 
females m it, as a temporary prison. This measure would dispose of a class of men in the 
old gaol, as well as enable the officers to enter at once upon a system of regulations for the 
government of the females, a class which of all others is found to repay the efforts which 
are made for their improvement, by the success uniformly attending them. It is much to be 
wished that tne committee of ladies who did attend the gaol, may be induced to renew their 
benevolent exertions under more encouraging circumstances. 

The old gaol contains one of the most approved descriptions of steam kitchens, and I 
trust that the same system may be introduced into the new prison, which not only removes 
the dirty and unwholesome practice of cooking in dav rooms, but enables the officers to 
establish a regular system, creates a considerable saving of fuel in winter, and wholly 
supersedes the necessity of any fires (except one; in the prison, during the summer six 
months. °

THIS prison appears to be improved since the Report of Major Palmer in the last year, 
it now consists of two day rooms on the ground floor, one for females and one for males, 
separated trom each other and opening into separate yards : in the upper floor are two male 

- and 
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and two female sleeping rooms, each capable of containing four beds. The rooms for Nor th 
males and those for females are at separate ends of the building. The keeper has three District 

apartments, and there is also a cell for the reception of disorderly prisoners, and a lar*e ' s-^r 

store room, of which little use is now made. * - 

The improvement I have suggested to the magistrates who superintend this prison, is 
that the gardening m front of the prison should be forbid ; and that all the yards in the 
front and rear of the building should be gravelled, unless they should employ the prisoners 
in breaking stones for the purpose of making floors for them, a measure which I should 
consider much more desirable. The yards in their present state are totally useless I 
should also recommend that a fire-place should be placed in the store room, and that in that 
room a press should be provided for keeping the bedding not in use, and a dresser for hold- 
ing the tins and other messing utensils which are now in confusion mixed with the private 
property of the keeper. 

Hillsborough Bridewell. 

THE same accommodation remains in this town, 2 bad cells in the sessions house, but 
the pledge is strictly adhered to, that no prisoner is confined in them ; during the sessions 
a room is hired, but in every quarter sessions town a regular bridewell should be erected. 



Newtown Ards Bridewell. 

THE same Observations apply to Hillsborough and to this prison. 

Downpatrick Lunatic Asylum. 

I inspected the private lunatic asylum in Downpatrick kept by Mr. Read; the 
patients appeared comfortable, and under no improper restraint. 1 do not apprehend that 
any abuse exists. 

County of Donegal Gaol. 

THE general stale of this gaol is extremely creditable to the local inspector and officers ; 
it is m a state of perfect cleanliness, and the regulations prescribed by law are carried into 
effect as far as circumstances will permit. The principal defect in the system is the want 
of a regular schoolmaster, and the total want of employment, which it is to be hoped may 
be corrected on the occupation of the new gaol. The female class consist of so few that 
there is not much opportunity of establishing a regular system ; there is, however, a 
matron appointed according to law. 

I he principal object to engage the attention of an inspector-general is the new addition 
which has been made to the gaol, and which is now nearly ready for the reception of pri- 
soners. It is built on the semicircular plan, and consists of four classes in the centre part 
of the building for male criminals ; two small classes on one end for females, and on the 
other end are hospitals, with separation of wards and yards for the male and female patients. 
In front of this building, and in rear of the old gaol, is a house for the governor; and on 
one side of the gaol a chapel, which contains separate compartments for the classes ; by 
placing a screen at one end for the females, and placing the debtors at the opposite end, 
and the male criminals in front, the separation in the chapel will be sufficiently effectual, 
the new part of the prison contains 62 cells for men, and 8 for females ; and as the cells 
are small, and the number of prisoners generally committed above that average (sometimes 
very much above it,) I should recommend to the grand jury to make arrangements (which 
are quite practicable) for the accommodation of the females in the old gaoL 

The principal defect in the semicircular plan, is the insufficient separation of classes when 
in the yards ; and in the case of females it. is most objectionable that the power of convers- 
ing from yard to yard should exist. When this consideration is added to that of the want 
ot a sufficient number of male cells, and of the facility with which the few females can be 
provided for in the old prison, no doubt can remain of the advantages of the arrangement. 

The want of a cooking kitchen is a very striking defect in this prison, and I should 
submit to the grand jury to allot a room for the erection of a steam kitchen apparatus, 
similar to that erected in many other gaols. The cost of the whole apparatus is from 60/. 
to 70 1., and it provides for tne cooking and serving of the messes of the gaol with per- 
fect neatness, saves the consumption of any fire in the day rooms during the synufter 
months, and much diminishes the consumption in winter ; being thus a great accommoda- 
tion, and also a measure of economy. 

The state of the foundation and walls of the old criminal prison requires immediate 
attention. It would appear to me to be unsafe, and perhaps an improvement might be 
made by taking down the wall at the end, shortening the corridors, and insulating the old 
gaol within a separate wall, which would divide it from the new part of the prison, and ia 
point of appearance improve the new plan.

North Lifford Lunatic Asylum. 

Dist rict. THERE is accommodation provided, containing 17 beds for lunatics, in the old gaol 
v of this town, which is under the county court-house ; the accommodation is of the worst 
description, and the males and females can only be separated at night ; this place is often 
crowded to excess. At present there are but 18 patients kept in it. It is kept perfectly 
clean, and in that respect does credit to the local inspector and to the keeper. 

It is lamentable to see that this evil remains, notwithstanding that the county are con- 
nected with the district lunatic asylum at Armagh ; and it is a subject for serious consi- 
deration in what manner counties can be relieved from the inconvenience of keeping all 
cases of idiotism and epilepsy which are not admissible into such establishments. 

Letterkenny Bridewell. 

THIS is a quarter sessions town, but the rooms formerly used as a prison are not now 
used; but in all towns in which quarter sessions are held, a bridewell is quite essential. 

Donegal Bridewell. 

THE prison in this town is one of the worst description ; the cells below the level of the 
street, damp, dark, and totally unfit for the reception of prisoners. 



County of Fermanagh Gaol. 

I HAVE visited the gaol at Enniskillen for the first time, and have every reason to 
believe that strict justice is done to the county by economical expenditure of the funds 
placed in the hands of the local inspector, who watches over it with great care. 

This gaol is upon precisely the same plan with that at Cavan, and the average of prison- 
ers being scarcely more than half the number in that county, it affords sufficient room for 
the average number of committals. Witli the distribution of that room, I was not, however, 
satisfied ; having found that the system had been adopted of placing two prisoners in every 
occupied cell, while a number of cells were unoccupied. There is also a considerable loss 
in the rooms allotted to the class of master debtors and to the storage of clothing and pro- 
visions. The particulars of this waste of room I have submitted to the boara of super- 
intendence, who have undertaken to correct the evil. 

The yards of the gaol are in a bad state, and it will be necessary to commence an active 
system of breaking stones to complete a flooring for the yards and the insulating passage. 
Major Palmer recommended an extension of sewers for the purpose of draining the yards, 
which has not been acted upon. 

The present system of cooking precludes the possibility of order and cleanliness in the 
prison. The potatoe diet being adopted without any means of cooking except in the day 
rooms ; but the plan of establishing a steam kitchen has met with the approbation of the 
board, and is likely to proceed without delay. 

I am sony to find any female class left to so late a period since the passing of the Act 
3 Geo. IV. c. 64, s. 29, without the appointment of a matron ; and it was therefore vain 
for me to recommend any system for the improvement of this neglected class, until an 
officer shall be appointed, on whom the duty will devolve of carrying it into effect. The 
board of superintendence have taken this subject into their consideration. 

I have submitted a plan for the supply of proper single bedsteads, the present ones being 
of a bad construction and in very bad order ; and I conceive that the use of the present 
timber and sale of iron would enable the county to supply new ones at a very inconsiderable 
expense. 

In the regulation for the admission of visitors, I have suggested that none should be 
admitted to the class of convicted prisoners, a measure which, wheresoever adopted, has 
added much to the effect of short imprisonments, which have been too much disregarded 
by persons disposed to disturb the peace of the county. I have also submitted to the board 
of superintendence a short set of rules, calculated to carry on the routine of the day with 
regularity and precision, to be printed and posted in the prison. 

With respect to the general appearance of the establishment and manner of performing 
the duty, I have been disappointed : there is a great defect of system and cleanliness. I 
have, however, carefully pointed out to the governor and under officers the several par- 
ticulars from which I am obliged to form this unfavourable opinion, and I am confident 
that a decided change will soon take place. The board of superintendence are kindly dis- 
posed to promote the improvement of the gaol, and a very trifling expense will supply every 
thing that may be necessary to carry their plans into effect. 

A provision for lunatics committed to the gaol is much needed, as the confinement of 
such persons in the infirmary is dangerous, and in every point of view objectionable. In 
the county of Cavan, a plan has been adopted which would apply in this county. A 
qualified person from the best lunatic asylum has been appointed, who is supplied with 
proper instruments of coercion. He acts as outside turnkey, occupies the lower rooms in 
the lodge, and the upper floor , is fitted up as a small lunatic asylum. This system is 
attended with no expense but the difference of salary of such a person above that of a 
turnkey ; and the arrangement almost superesdes the necessity of a county lunatic asylum, 
so far as the prison system is concerned.

THIS inefficient prison remains as when last reported on; but the corporation have 
determined to erect a new prison upon a different site, unless a legislative measure should 
render that arrangement unnecessary. 

Newtown Butler Bridewell. 

THIS prison is wholly unfit for the reception ot prisoners even for one night; and as 
during the sessions it is impossible to forward the persons convicted on the°day of their 
conviction, it is indispensable that a new prison should be erected. 

A prison of the lower class would suffice, the cost of which would not amount to 400/. 

County of Kildare Gaol ( at Naas). 

UPON the defects in the construction, classification and general system of this gaol, it 
is unnecessary to report, as the plan of a new county gaol upon the semicircular principle, 
and which will afford sufficient accommodation, has been approved, and it is hoped that 
the building may soon be in progress. 

It is nevertheless to be considered by the county that a long period must elapse before a 
new gaol can be occupied, and it becomes necessary that the prospect of future accommo- 
dation may not relax the efforts of the board of superintendence and officers of the prison 
to establish present regulations, as good as the nature of the case will admit, and which may 
serve as an opportunity of so training the officers as to enable them to open the new gaol 
to advantage. I have therefore submitted to the board of superintendence certain memo- 
randa for the better government of the prison. * 

The particulars to which these suggestions relate are too minute and numerous to be 
detailed in this Report. They are connected principally with the mode of serving the dietary 
and the furniture of the cells and day rooms ; and I trust that their adoption may produce 
a considerable improvement. One suggestion only I think it right to press on the grand 
jury, that some oocupation should be found for the prisoners, particularly the male class ; 
and I have in the first instance recommended that they should be employed in breaking 
stones as flooring for the yards. A tread-wheel would be particularly desirable in the gaol, 
in which want of employment is so glaring a defect. 

The female class I was sorry to see ill attended to ; they have no prison dresses, which 
to the good regulation of that class I consider quite essential. The matron had been con- 
fined by a fever, and I inspected the class at a disadvantageous moment. They are, 
however, without work, and a small proportion of the day devoted to them by the matron. 

The Rev. Mr. Harrison, local inspector of this gaol, has always shown a laudable zeal 
for the moral and religious improvement and literal instruction of the prisoners ; and 
although the school is the only present mode of employing the male prisoners, that depart- 
ment goes on in a most satisfactory manner, and one instance was produced to me of a 
man who writes sufficiently well for any purpose to which he would be likely to apply it, 
and who entered the gaol wholly uninstructed not many months ago.

, expedition. Alternate assizes being held in this town and Naas, it is necessary to support 
a second prison,. the number .of persons confined in which are comparatively few.

THIS prison remains in the same state as reported on last year. 

, Qounty pf Louth Gaol. 

Although my Report upon this prison, after my inspection of last year, was very 
favourable, L find it still improved in its cleanliness as well as general order and discipline 
and it ranks decidedly among the best class of county prisons in this kingdom. ’ 

Tile plan of the gaol is defective with a view to inspection, but in many respects its 
construction is convenient, and the separation of the classes is very effectual. The cells 
34 m huihper, for maid prisoners, are inadequate, however, to the average number of pri- 
soners, which 'defect is AS much as possible guarded against by the governor, who, when it 
is possible to allot a separate cell to each prisoner, never places a second in a cell • and 
when solitary ^ confinement by night, by an additional number of committals, becomes 
impracticable, he has in many instances thought it prudent to adopt the plan (pointed out 
in the English Prison Act) of placing three prisoners in one cell, while there is but one in 
another, m preference to placing two prisoners in each. The cooking is well managed by 
a separate kitchen, exclusive Qf the day room being provided for each class, with a well 
contrived range and neat dresser. 

A considerable improvement has taken place in the female prison by the appointment of 
a competent matron ; and I jhftve recommended the measure of establishing a system 
of clothing for all the. females, the cost of which is very trifling, and the advantage most 
important, indeed quite necessary, to the improvement of that class. The means of classi- 
fication of the women, which I have found the most advantageous, is to separate them into 
two classes, one consisting of (he better, and a second of the least promising cases. The 
former to be employed in reading, plain work, spinning, &c., and the latter to wash for the 
whole gaol. To do iustice to this plan, a laundry with washing troughs and a boiler is 
absolutely essential, also a separate drying yard is very important. The clothing of each 
woman should be taken into store on her committal, and the uniform prison dress issued- 
a ‘ ld j-i t llS s y s . tem > supported by the occasional attendance of a committee of ladies is* 
steadily carried on, the result will soon be found by the county to be most satisfactory. * 

iso far as prison discipline can tend to diminish committals, and thus to produce a moral 
eftect on the county, the success of the gaol at Dundalk appears to have been very striking • 
but a great additional good remains to be effected by the better arrangement of the female 
class, winch good will be comparatively ill attained in any prison in which a committee of 
ladies has not been formed. 

Much credit is due to the officers for the spirited progress which the work on the male 
side has made. The breaking stones for the roads of the county has been carried on to a 
considerable extent, and mat-making has been successful. One third of the profit of 
labour is paid to the prisoners, and the remaining profits have paid all costs, and placed a 
sum (which is likely to increase) to the credit of the county. 

On the whole, I have had much satisfaction in the second visit to Dundalk, and am 
happy to report my opinion that the qualifications of the officers and their attention to their 
duty does great credit to them and to the county. 

I should recommend that, instead of keeping extra clothing on shelves in the day rooms, 
a bag tor that purpose should be hung over each bed in the cells, which plan is in many 
respects preferable. J

THE additional classification recommended in my last Report has not been carried into 
effect from the want of funds. Since that period, however, a sum of 100 /. haB been pre- 
sented for the purpose of carrying into effect the suggestion ; and the architect has been 
instructed to prepare an estimate for the erection of four additional cells in one of the day 
rooms, to which should be added the present straw store as a day room ; thus a new class 
would be established, to which a separate yard could be allotted. The classification would 
then stand thus

2. — Felons untried. 

3 - — Misdemeanants untried. 

4. — Females. 

5. — Debtors. 

The present system of bedsteads is very bad, and the board of superintendence have 
determined to place in the new cells, and in the female dormitory, single bedsteads, and to 
complete gradually an improved style of bedsteads, avoiding the great defect in their 
system of placing two men in each bed. 

Ssince my last Report, a beneficial measure has been adopted in the establishment of a 
matron, by a division of the salary of the governor, and allotting a part of it as a salary to 
his wife, who acts as matron ; and as the female prisoners are very few, and the funds for 
the support of the gaol very limited, perhaps no better system could be effected in pursu- 
ance of the 3 Geo. IV. c. 64, s. 29. 

The system of breaking stones has commenced, and a shed is to be erected for that 
purpose, as well as a shed for the straw. New floors will be completed in all the yards. The 
fetiiales are employed in spinning. J 

This gaol is kept clean, but I have objected to the custom of whitening the flagged floors 
and stairs. On the whole I have been gratified by my second year’s inspection of this 
prison. r

County of Londonderry Gaol. 

THE old gaol of Londonderry has been added to and much improved and ornamented 
forming now a very handsome front to the present county gaol, affording ample accom- 
modation for male and female debtors of all classes, turnkeys rooms, and other useful 
offices for the establishment, with separate yards for master and pauper male debtors, and 
for females of that class. In the immediate rear of this building are two houses of correc- 
tion intended for the male and female prisoners ; but these two houses I have strongly 
recommended to the grand jury to occupy exclusively by females; they would forma 
complete female gaol, and enable them to make their arrangements for die female class in the 
most satisfactory manner, in the following way, viz. on the one side, the ground floor 
would admit of apartments for the matron, witli work and day room for the first class who 
are empbyed in spinning, needle-work, or such other employment as maybe deemed 
eligible. On the other side I have recommended that the second class, composed of the 
worst description of women, should be employed principally in washing for the whole 
gaol ; the lower floor of this house could be arranged as a laundry, with washing troughs, 
boiler, &c. drying frames could be erected in the yard ; and a room should be aTlotted° for 
the women who have children in the gaol. 

In the rear of these two houses is a new and extensive gaol, on the semicircular plan, 
consisting of eight classes, with a governor’s house in front, overlooking the yard, and a 
good chapel. 1 have submitted to the board of superintendence, that on the removal of 
the females now occupying two yards of the semicircle, the whole range of this building 
should be occupied by male criminals, which would admit of minute classification, and 
afford separate cells to every prisoner, even in the fullest state of the gaol. 

The bread diet now in use, although cleanly and convenient, is attended with consi- 
derable expense, and I have recommended the erection of a steam kitchen, which removes 
all the objections made to the adoption of the meal and potatoe diet. I have also suggested 
a change to be made in the dress of the male prisoners, now party-coloured; dresses of 
that descripiion are rendered illegal by the Act of the 4 Geo. IV. c. 64, except in the case 
of felons convicted ; and although the Act does not extend to Ireland, the enactment in 
England may reasonably govern the practice in this country. The male school in this gaol

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North »s carried on with good effect, and on a very good system, and the attention and progress of 
District, the men are very striking. The females are placed under a matron, and enjoy the advantage 

v ' of the constant superintendence of a committee of ladies, the value of whose benevolent 

care of them cannot be too highly esteemed. In all cases where such a superintendence is 
established, the good effects are soon visible. On the whole, the gaol of Derry must b“ 
considered as of the first class in accommodation ; and the discipline of the whole 
establishment bears the marks of that constant attention which is paid by the board of 
superintendence.

THIS prison is badly situated, the prison rooms being under the court-house, although 
not below the level of the ground on which they stand. The prison consists of two male 
cells with fire-places and a small yard, and of a small room for females, with a separate 
yard; a privy in each yard. I have ordered bedding, which is totally deficient, and the 
bridewell may now be considered sufficient for the temporary confinement of prisoners 
prior to their transmission to the county gaol. 

Coleraine Bridewell. 

THIS prison is the property of the Marquis of Waterford, being his manor prison : it is 
also used as a bridewell. A salary of 10/. a year is paid to the keeper by the county, and 
quarterly returns furnished. The prison remains in the same state as reported by Major 
Palmer, consisting of two rooms overlooking the street, and from which a communication 
can be held with the prisoners. It is by no means suitable as a bridewell, and the county 
require a new prison in Coleraine, which is a quarter sessions town. 

Newton Limavady Bridewell. 

A NEW prison has been constructed here on a good plan, although not strictly containing 
legal accommodation. There is, however, retirement from the street ; separation of males 
and females, and a comfortable cell with good bedding and fire-place for each. Glazing is 
wanted upon the iron grating in doors and windows. 



Derry Lunatic Asylum. 

FIVE beds for lunatics are provided in a building erected in the rear of the county 
infirmary for male lunatics and idiots, and a large room in the infirmary is allotted to 
females of the same description. There is every reason to believe that due attention is 
paid to the care of this temporary asylum ; and that the treatment of the patients is judi- 
cious and humane ; but it is painful to see no better provision made for the cure of the 
cases of acute mania, which can alone be hoped for in an asylum possessing those advan- 
tages of accommodation which are quite' essential : and it is also very inconvenient to 
the county that the infirmary should be occupied by idiots and incurable maniacs. It is. 
however, unnecessary to observe any further upon an evil which they have determined to 
remedy by an application to the Government to include the county of Londonderry in the- 
arrangements for a district asylum. 



County of Longford Gaol. 

AS the changes necessary to the establishment of a system of government in this gaol 
are about to take place, it becomes unnecessary to report upon the defects in its present 
state, which have been already pressed upon the consideration of the county, and to which 
are to be attributed the scenes of disorder and repeated attempts at escape which have 
occurred during the last year, as well as the disposition to complaint and discontent which 
manifested itself on my inspection. It is extremely satisfactory to me to observe, that 
this subject has been viewed in the light in which I have represented it by the commis- 
sioners of the gaol, as appears by their Report of the 15th July 1825, annexed to the 
hook of presentments of the grand jury for t)ie summer assizes, 

Since 
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Since the period of my last tour a very important improvement has taken place in the North 
female prison; the females are uniformly and decently clothed, separated into classes, Dl3tnct ^ 
kept strictly to work, and the whole of their division of the gaol is a scene of cleanliness 
o-ood order. The most striking change appears in their behaviour ; and such has been 
their progress in the school, that females who did not know their letters six months ago can 

n °Th^ schoolmaster appointed to instruct the male prisoners is attentive and efficient, and 
in that respect the state of the whole prison is very satisfactory. Some active exertion is 
on foot to employ the prisoners in weaving and other works, and in breaking stones for 
the flooring: of the yards and insulating passage. , , . . , 

I should 0 recommend the speedy adoption of the plan approved by the g ran ^ P r y a ^ 
commissioners of the gaol, of establishing a lunatic ward in the front lodge ; and in some 
counties in which this system has been resorted to for the care of the insane and general 
order of the prison, it has been found expedient to send the person who may be appointed 
to the charge of the class to receive instruction at an established lunatic asylum. 

The system of cooking in day rooms must ever destroy the neatness of a prison, and I 
submit to the board of superintendence the adoption of a steam apparatus m the kitchen, 
similar to that which has been erected in Armagh and other counties, the cost of which 
does not exceed 70 1 which is soon replaced by the saving in fuel. .... nf 

The state of the tread-wheel, which is quite unfit tor use, and the defective condition of 
the roof in many parts of the building, and other matters connected with the duty ot ttie 
contractor, demand the attention of the board of superintendence.

There are neither separate cells, infirmary, chapel, work rooms, or even day rooms of suffi 
cient size to contain the number of prisoners. 

It is to be hoped that the subject may be revived, and that the county may decide upon 
this very important and necessary measure at the spring assizes. 

Since my last visit to this gaol an arrangement has been completed for the separation of 
the female class, and a matron appointed ; but the nature of the building is such that it only 
can be considered as a temporary convenience; it affords no separation 5 , the cells open upon 
the yard, and it is certainly not a building suitable to the permanent accommodation of 
the female class in a county gaol. The matron does not reside, nor is the improvement of 
that class satisfactory. 

The general arrangements, order and cleanliness of the prison, are very creditable to the 
local inspector and officers, and the regularity of attendance and efficiency of the board of 
superintendence cannot be too highly valued : it is, however, to be observed, that butter- 
milk is issued instead of sweet milk, which the Act requires, in addition to two pounds of 
bread. 

The erection of a new prison, (if resolved upon,) will not be completed for some years, 
and I should therefore suggest as essential, the glazing the windows, painting the gaol, and 
other points of minor importance, which I have suggested to the local inspector in detail.

SINCE my Report the grand jury have presented a sum of 2,500 Z. for the erection of bride- 
wells in Kells and Navan, and have determined to discontinue the prison at Dunshaughlin 
The work in the former towns has not yet commenced, and the three bridewells remain in 
the same wretched state as heretofore reported. 



County of Roscommon Gaol. 

THIS prison has undergone no material change since the period of my last inspection • 
it has been always conducted with care and attention on the part of the board of superin- 
tendence, and the cleanliness and regularity of the prison is creditable to the local inspector 
and officers. An improved system has been adopted with regard to serving the messes in 
the different wards, but I am still of opinion that the introduction of a steam kitchen on 
the plan executed in many gaols, would enable the board of superintendence to produce the 
same system of regularity and cleanliness, and to combine therewith the advantages of a 
very reduced rate of dietary. ° 

In the female prison a matron has been appointed within the last year, under whose care 
that class has undergone a material change for the better ; and it is to be lamented that the 
accommodation for females is so very limited. If it should be possible to contrive a system 
of division into two classes, it would be a very material advantage ; and it appeared to me 
that if the work room, and a part of the yard adjoining, were connected with the female 
prison, classification could be contrived. 

The lunatics in the old gaol are placed under better regulation since my last tour, and I 
should recommend that the windows, at least those in the rear of the corridors, should be 
glazed, in order in some degree to correct the damp of this building. 

I have thought it right to order some male and female clothing, which is much needed in 
the prison.

THIS prison, in its present state, is totally unfit to receive prisoners ; but a plan has been 
approved for such additions as will render it a sufficient prison. 



County of Sligo Gaol. 



THE gaol at Sligo is a new one, on the semicircular plan, consisting of eight criminal 
classes, besides accommodation in two classes for debtors, with a governor’s house, and 
classified chapel in front. The gaol does not contain accommodation for anything like the 
number confined, allowing to each a separate cell. This defect, however, appears par- 
ticularly at the present time, as the number of committals has been much greater during the 
present than during the preceding year. 

The want of an infirmary, observed in Major Palmer’s Report in the last year, is in 
progress of being removed, as the building of anew aud sufficient hospital is advanced. 

The want of a proper place of confinement for the lunatics is peculiarly inconvenient in 
this county, in which the gaol is decidedly too small ; and I have recommended to the 
board of superintendence a temporary arrangement for the accommodation of that descrip- 
tion of prisoner, whose intermixture with the other classes is destructive to the discipline 
of a gaol. 

A regular system of dresses for the female prisoners is most desirable, and produces the 
best effects in the management and improvement of that class ; and it is peculiarly important 
in this gaol to afford every assistance and support to the benevolent exertions of the com- 
mittee of ladies, who pay unremitted attention to the work and instruction of the women. 
A wash-house for the lower class has been recommended. 

The present system of cooking produces much dirt and confusion in the day rooms, and 
I have offered some suggestions to the board of superintendence, relative to a steam kitchen, 
the establishment of which would enable the county to issue, exclusively, the potato or 
meal diet, and produce a very material saving ; indeed the saving upon fuel renders the 
kitchen proposed a measure of decided economy, without reference to the dietary. 

The general state of this gaol is very creditable to the local inspector and officers. Every 
attention is paid to the comfort of the prisoners, and to the observance of strict discipline 
and of the system prescribed by law, and my first inspection of it has afforded me much 
satisfaction.

THIS bridewell is kept in good order, and substantially affords sufficient comfort and 
separation of males from females : alterations are, however, necessary ; and I have recom- 
mended that a yard should be inclosed at the rear of the building, to be attached to. the 
male prison, and that a kitchen should be built in the present female yard, for the use of the 
keeper, and that such presentment as may be necessary, should be made at the next assizes, 
in addition to the sum presented already for this prison. 

County of Tyrone Gaol. 

THE gaol at Omagh still labours under the disadvantages pointed out in Major Palmer’s 
Report of the last year, from the loss of yards during the progress of the new buildings, 
which is not likely to be occupied before the autumn of next year. In the mean time tne 
classification is most imperfect. Every exertion is, however, made by the officers, to afford 
to the few classes which are established, the advantage in their turns of air and exercise in 
the one yard to which males and females are confined.

The new building consists of an extension of the front of the old gaol, the additional 
building being intended to be used as an infirmary ; and likewise of a semicircular prison 
in the rear of the old gaol, with a governor’s house in the front, towards which the yards ' 
radiate. This building is divided into five classes, each containing 14 cells, and 3 rooms 
to be used as day rooms or work rooms, as well as 2 cells for the solitary confinement of 
refractory prisoners. The centre house contains the governor’s apartments and a General 
kitchen ; between the new and the old gaol a chapel is also erected, in a separate building 
so contrived that five classes can enter by separate doors into the pews separated from 
each other. 

I have recommended to the board of superintendence that when the new gaol shall be 
occupied, and final arrangements made for the distribution of the accommodations in the 
old prison, the male criminal classes alone shall occupy the semicircular prison, and that the 
female classes shall be provided for in the old gaol ; an effectual arrangement can be made 
for this purpose, and the most important considerations suggest the propriety of not 
bringing the females into the new building, in which the separation between the yards is so 
very slight. It will however be vain to attempt any regulations for the improvement of the 
female prison, until a matron is appointed to carry these regulations into effect. The law 
is mandatory on this subject, and the grand jury may be assured that the benefits arising 
from the superintendence of an active and discreet matron, will soon repay the trifling cost 
which the appointment of such an officer and clothing of the females will involve. 

The male school is still carried on, and produces good effect. 

I am sorry to observe that the lunatic asylum at Armagh has not removed from the gaol 
the difficulty arising from the committal of lunatics ; and unless this asylum be made effectual 
for that purpose, it will become necessary in the arrangement of the old prison that some 
plan should be adopted for the proper care of the males and females who are imprisoned, and 
whose confinement is at present equally injurious to the discipline of the prison, and to the 
unhappy persons themselves. 

It would not be doing justice to the local inspector, whose zeal is obvious, and to the 
governor, of whose efficiency I am satisfied, to report upon the internal regulation of the 
gaol ; and I have no doubt that the new prison will open with every advantage of good 
officers on the male side.

Clogher Bridewell. 

NOTHING which was suggested by the inspector-general in the last year has been 
adopted, and the prison remains in a state wholly deficient in the accommodation required 
by law. The erection of a day room, and division of the yard, was pointed out as necessary, 
in order to comply with the provisions of the Prison Act ; but were the additional building 
not practicable, at least windows and fire-places should, without any delay, be provided, the 
cells in their present state being totally unfit for the reception of prisoners, even for one 
night in the winter season. 

Dungannon Bridewell. 

NOTHING has yet been done towards the erection of the new court-house and prison in 
this town, alluded to in the Report of the last year ; and the prisoners remain in the same 
damp and inefficient prison under the old court-house; the prisoners are supplied with diet 
and bedding, but the keeper has not complied with the regulations established by the 
3 Geo. IV. c. 64, s. 35, with respect to the return of the cost of provision, and conse- 
quently the expenditure of the bridewell has not undergone examination and check, nor 
received the sanction of the inspector-general, nor is the issue of food made in conformity 
with any of the established dietary tables. 

Strabane Bridewell. 

THE new bridewell attached to the court-house in this town does not appear to have 
advanced within the last year, the prison being in precisely the same state reported by 
Major Palmer on his last tour. The present want of accommodation is very miserable- a 
large sum seems to have been presented for a bridewell, which never can afford proper 
accommodation, such as would have been obtained at the same expense on a new site- it 
is however to be hoped that the work may be finished according to contract by the su mm er 
assizes, and the prison will contain two yards, and a separation of males and females.

THfS is a new gaol on a small scale, and is by no means large enough for the average . ^‘ 3tr ‘ ct 
number of prisoners ; and consequently difficulties arise in carrying on a good system of 
discipline. However the ground-work is laid, and the officers all co-operate in an anxious 
desire to perform their duty. A meeting of the board of superintendence took place, at 
my inspection, and every wish was manifested to correct any errors, and make such regu- 
lations as I suggested. I submitted a plan for establishing work by breaking stones, which 
has hitherto been partially practised ; that a schoolmaster should be appointed, and that 
the meals should be served at more regular hours ; also, that the turnkeys should receive 
a suit of uniform clothing. These were all adopted by the board ; and if profitable labour 
is permanently established, a good school in full operation, and a matron appointed to 
manage the female department, this gaol would be a credit to the county. The governor’s 
wife at present finds work for the females. A laundry has been erected, and a very 
superior kitchen apparatus, with spare rooms over it, which would supply turnkeys and 
matrons apartments. The accommodation this gaol affords consists of fi yards, 6 day 
rooms, 47 cells, 4 solitary cells, a marslialsea, chapel and infirmary.

Kilrush Bridewell. 



A NEW bridewell is erecting here on a good plan, to replace the illegal dungeon which 
has been so often reported on. I visited it, accompanied by Mr. Vandeleur, the proprietor 
of the town, and the workmanship appears to me to be good so far as it has gone. It is 
intended eventually to establish it as a district bridewell. 

The old dungeon has no furniture, but such prisoners as are confined are fed. The 
keeper should receive at least 10 1 . per annum under the Act ; as the trifle he has hitherto 
received is not sufficient to encourage zeal and attention. 



Milltown Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell consists of two cells, and no other accommodation of day room, yards, 
privies or pumps. The cells were in a filthy state ; and it is an illegal place of confinement. 
The keeper was absent, and is continually so, being in the service of a neighbouring gentle- 
man, as reported to me. Under all these circumstances the place of confinement should be 
abolished, unless the grand jury think it fight to present money to erect a legal prison, 
and in the meau time no prisoner should be confined in it by the magistrates. 



Ennistymond Bridewell. 

A NEW bridewell is building in this town, which will afford the legal acccommodation. 
The workmanship appeared to me of the best kind. The old prison consisted of two cells 
in the sessions-house, without yards, privies or pumps. The prisoners are fed and provided 
with fuel and straw, and the keeper is attentive. He ha3, however, some other occupation ; 
and should give his entire time to the gaol, when the new one is finished. 

Sixmile Bridge Bridewell. 

A presentment has been made to erect a new bridewell here, which is very necessary- 
As that at present used consists of two small rooms or cells in the court-house, without 
yards, privies or pumps. 

Furniture for the cells has been provided, and food, fuel and straw are issued to the 
prisoners. The keeper appears to be a correct man. 

Tulla Bridewell. 

A presentment has been made to add to this bridewell, which is absolutely necessary, 
as there are no yards, privies or pump, and more accommodation than two cells are required. 
I would submit for the consideration of the grand jury, that the money granted, with some 
addition, should be expended on a new bndewell on another site, which Mr. Brown, the

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South proprietor of the town, would grant free of expense to the county. The present prison ’

The keeper is attentive to his duty, and the prisoners are provided with food fuel and 
straw. There are no bedsteads or furniture. 

Ennis Lunatic Asylum. 

CONSISTS of 13 cells in the rear of the infirmary. The surgeon attends to them and 
accompanied me on my visit. The patients are kindly treated, fed and clothed, and no un- 
necessary coercion is used. 

They will soon be removed to the asylum, now nearly finished, at Limerick. 

County of Carlow Gaol. 

THE structure of this gaol precludes the many advantages to be gained by perfect clas- 
sification and work rooms. The prisoners of the different classes can converse together 
from the day rooms, which are only divided by a corridor, and are so small as to be merely 
fit for sleeping cells ; and there are no work rooms. The prison was cleaner, and had not 
so much the appearance of slovenliness as at last inspection, and the school is greatly 
improved by the constant attendance of a qualified master; but it is not in my power to 
report favourable in any other respect. There is no permanent employment for the males 
and the females are totally neglected ; and that zeal and energy which is obvious in many 
other gaols is not to be discovered here in any department. * 

Colonel Rochford was kind enough again to visit the gaol with me, and was most 
anxious to attend to any suggestions l made; but a general apathy prevailed and Mr. 
Brown, the contractor, did not hesitate to inform me, that what Colonel Rochford now 
ordered might not be sanctioned by the next board meeting. Such a state, of things cannot 
but be ruinous to any sound system of gaol discipline ; and if my suggestions are not 
favourably considered by the board and grand jury, it is worse than useless my inspecting 
as the working officers of the gaol will consequently neglect my instructions. I re°ret to 
say that, on looking over my report of last year to the grand jury, not one of the things I 
recommended have been complied with. ° 

The cistern and pipes are out of order; bedsteads, blankets and furniture are required for 
the hospital and part of the gaol; there are not wheels enough for the females, and no 
work whatever for the men ; some prison dresses are also required. A qualified matron 
with a better salary should be appointed in place of the present one, who neither performs 
or knows her duty ; and would recommend the front gate to be widened, so as to admit 
carts with stones, to employ the prisoners breaking them for the roads. Without work no 
mond government can go on ; and the tread-mill is only by law applicable to those sentenced 
to hard labour. A turnkey should be allowed to assist the gaoler, and a suitable chanel 
and infirmary should be erected. “

Tullow Bridewell. 

THIS place of confinement remains in the same state it was last year, devoid of all leeal 
accommodation of yards, pump, privies or proper separation of the sexes. It cannot be 
considered as a bridewell, and 1 trust the magistrates will cease to commit prisoners 

The assistant barrister with whom I have had frequent communications on the subject 
is most anxious for a small legal prison being erected in this populous sessions town : and 
I was led to think a presen meat would be passed for it ; I trust the grand jury will do so 
this assizes, otherwise it will, according to law, be abolished as a place of confinement.

almost the attempt. The old gaol contains at present upwards of 200 prisoners, and the 
accommodation is only 79 cells. In one class alone there are 83 untried felons ; it would, 
therefore, be unreasonable to judge of the merits of the officers, or the system pursued, by 1 
the criterion of the present state of the gaol. It is creditable to them that so little com- 
parative confusion prevails. 1 shall therefore decline making any comment, as classification, 
employment and even extensive schooling are not practicable. 

In the house of correction, though only partially occupied, I should have expected some 
attempt at cleanliness, discipline and schooling, if not employment. Nothing of the kind 
existed ; and on examining the governor of the house of correction on these points, I found 
him, to say the least, ignorant of his duty. I think, however, he is capable of receiving 
instruction, and may yet become an efficient officer ; and I would recommend his being 
sent to Dublin to obtain information, and the house of correction should not be fully occu- 
pied till that takes place, as much of the future advantages to be derived in this fine 
building will depend on commencing under sound regulations and a highly qualified 
governor. I wrote to the board of superintendence on all these points, and stated them to 
Sir James Anderson and Mr. Browne, who were kind enough to walk through the gaol 
with me. 

The tread-mill has shaken the boundary wall, and a remedy should be immediately 
applied, as it cannot till then be worked. The supply of water is not near sufficient. 
Clothing and some tickens are much wanted ; and the iron railing in the yards of the house 
of correction should be boarded up, as the classes converse freely through them with each 
other. Some employment should be immediately procured for the prisoners, and the local 
inspector should make himself thoroughly acquainted with all the details of his duty. The 
surgeon, who is an attentive and zealous officer, wishes to make a change in the diet for 
the health of the prisoners. 

The female department in this gaol is admirably conducted under a qualified matron. 
Schooling, work and moral government are constantly pursued, and aided by a committee 
of benevolent ladies, who are daily found there. Several instances of reformation have 
been the result.

City of Cork Gaol. 

THIS new gaol is, at length, fully occupied; and I had great satisfaction in seeing the 
regularity with which all the details have been arranged : the best classification I have 
met with in any gaol has been established. The prisoners were almost all clothed ; and from 
their demeanour and cleanliness evinced the care of the board of superintendence, and the 
zeal and efficiency of the working officers. The whole system reflects great credit on the 
city of Cork; and it is a tribute due to the local inspector, the Rev. Dr. Quarry, to say, that 
his clear views of prison discipline, and his indefatigable exertions, have mainly contributed 
to establish the order which prevails. The gaol is erected on a good plan, though not the 
most modern, providing lio cells and 13 classes completely separated; and so soon as em- 
ployment shall be procured for all those not sentenced to the tread-mill, (which the board 
are about to arrange,) ar.d the schooling more extensively applied to all prisoners, I should 
not hesitate to say I know of no gaol system in Ireland, on the whole, more worthy of 
example for internal management. Work for every inmate of a prison is so great a desi- 
deratum in moral government, that it cannot long exist without it, and I take this oppor- 
tunity of urging it strongly on the consideration of the board of superintendence. 

The female department will require much attention, as the matron does not possess all 
the high qualifications of this important office; however, she is anxious to do her duty, and 
the classes were clean, orderly, and at work ; she should visit the county gaol, and get 
instruction from the matron there, who is highly qualified in every particular. 

I met the board of superintendence, and communicated with them on these subjects. The 
infirmary and debtors class should be immediately furnished and occupied. 

Machinery for pounding hemp, or other useful labour, should be applied to the tread- 

mill. • 

The governor’s house and some of the walls are very wet, from a defect in the roof, 
I believe, and should be attended to ; and a pavement channel should be made to convey the 
running water from the hill. 

The accommodation this gaol affords consists of 14 yards, 8 day rooms, 110 cells, with 
an infirmary, chapel and marshalsea.

Convict Depot at Cork. 





THIS place of confinement is an old barrack, and with difficulty kept in sufficient repair 
for the purposes of safe keeping. The recent embarkation of convicts has left only 58 
females and 30 males in confinement ; but the frequent crowded state precludes any regular 
system of employment. The governor appears well qualified for his office, and the regula- 
tions and cleanliness of the prison are very creditable to him. The convicts are clothed and 
fed, and the female department is conducted under the care of a good matron, who takes 
an interest in their welfare. Work is almost constantly provided for this class ; all the 
officers appear zealous and attentive to their various duties, and I feel justified in making a 
very favourable report on the entire management. There are several old worn-out male 
prisoners, who are a burthen to the establishment. A schoolmaster should be appointed, and 
a small separate hospital erected. 

Hulk Surprise, at Cove. 

THE recent embarkation of male and female convicts has relieved the hulks and depot 
from most of the prisoners ; and from the judicious arrangements made for the future 
removal from county gaols of all convicts to the hulks, immediately after trial, and their 
speedy embarkation for Botany Bay, it is not probable that an over-crowded state of the 
hulks will again occur. I was much gratified with the orderly and clean state of the hulk 
at Cove. The regulations are made with judgment, and the working officers all appear to 
me well chosen and zealous in the discharge of their duty. The great difficulty in this class 
of prisons is to find employment for the convicts, and every exertion has been made by 
Doctor Trevor to procure it, by making ropes, picking Oakum, See. &c., but it is to be 
apprehended that all work on board must be limited, and nothing short of landing the 
prisoners to execute Government work, as practised in England, will fully answer. I waited 
on the admiral, and the chief engineer, Major Emmett, in the hope that something might 
be suggested which I could submit to Government for consideration, but nothing now offers, 
as the public works are at present not considerable. 

Lunatic Asylum at Cor lu 

I visited this asylum, accompanied by a committee of the managers; and without reference 
to the many evils necessarily attending so extensive a charity unsupported by public grants 
and not sufficiently provided with funds from the county and city, I can only say I was sur- 
prised at the order and cleanliness which prevailed, and could not have imagined that any 
one county in Ireland would have undertaken to provide for 292 idiots and lunatics, a far 
greater number than will be accommodated in any of the provincial asylums now building. 

I fear much this splendid attempt to provide for so many of our unfortunate fellow 
creatures will fall to the ground, unless some means are devised to increase the funds, or to 
change it into a provincial asylum for two neighbouring counties, which it is, in fact at 
present, without the advantages of the special Act of Parliament for those purposes/ as 
several of the idiots and lunatics of these counties necessarily creep into it. ’ 

The want of funds to procure efficient officers and keepers must ever act against the place 
being made available for the cure of the malady ; yet I must bear testimony to the zeal and 
energy of The valuable board of managers, who are at this moment endeavouring to make 
arrangements for its future better management, in the face of difficulties which would appear 
almost insurmountable. It is connected with an extensive and well-managed house of 
industry for the paupers of Cork city, and the whole building contains upwards of 800 
inmates. 

I attended the board twice, and assisted as far as my experience in such institutions 
enabled me, to make rules for its future management, and recommended a moral superin- 
tendent for the lunatics, as the only means of securing mild and useful treatment. In the 
late Dr. Hauaran, this asylum has lost a kind friend and efficient medical officer ; but no 
zeal on the part of a non-resident officer can compensate for the want of a moral superin- 
tendent residing with the patients, and the result is that many were under restraint and 
coercion, who might otherwise be at liberty. 

More buildings are required, more employment, and a greater number of qualified 
keepers, as there are but five for 292 patients; and without these the institution will dete- 
riorate or finally fail. I trust some means may be devised to procure permanent funds. 

Private Lunatic Asylum, Cork. 

I visit-id a private lunatic asylum at' Cork, kept by Mr. Bull, and saw the patients, 
consisting of 7 males and 2 females ; the house was obviously well managed, the inmates 
un er no restraint, and treated with kindness, and no abuse whatever appeared to exist.

THIS bridewell is intended only for a temporary asylum for a few days, of the prisoners District. 

under examination by the magistracy, previous to final committal to the city gaol, and for ' 

vagrants taken up in the streets and detained for a few hours. For these objects it is 
every way suitable, and a great relief to the gaol. The accommodation of room and yards 
are sufficient, and it is managed with order and cleanliness under the superintendence of 
a careful and steady keeper, whose salary appears, at first sight, too great for a bridewell 
beino - 150/. per annum; but on inquiring from the high sheriff I find he is a most useful 
officer in conducting the arrangements for the peace of this large city, and is by no 
means overpaid under these circumstances. 



Mitchelstown Bridewell. 

I visited this old and inefficient bridewell, which is about to be abandoned, as Lord 
Kingston is now erecting a new one, which will probably be finished this summer. I think 
that a sum of 500 1. would be required to give suitable accommodation in this populous 
neighbourhood ; and I trust the grand jury will present the necessary funds, which has 
been already granted for the other large towns in the county. 

Cove Bridewell. 

THIS small bridewell possesses two cells only, and one very small yard, and is not 
kept as clean as a public establishment should be. The regulations are posted up, and 
the returns duly made ; but considered as part of a permanent bridewell system, it does 
not contain all the legal accommodation of a day room, two yards and a pump. 

Fermoy Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is now finished with the liberal additions presented for by the grand 
jury, and contains all the legal accommodation. It is kept exceedingly clean, under a 
careful keeper, and the regulations and reports are duly attended to. It contains a day 
room and 3 cells for males, and 1 day room and 1 cell for females, with 2 yards, privies, 
pump, &c. The yard walls should be raised, and a loft should be repaired as a store room, 
with some trifling wants stated by the Rev. Mr. Jones, the local inspector. 

Castle Martyr Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell contains only 2 cells and 1 yard, without furniture or other legal 
accommodation. It is not much in use, and I understand will be totally abolished when 
Middleton sessions-house and bridewell is finished. 

Youghal and Iiinsale Bridewells. 

THESE are corporation prisons, and also used as manor courts, but devoid of all legal 
accommodation, and cannot with propriety be used as places of confinement. The New 
Prison Consolidation Act provides a clause to enable such corporation franchises to erect 
new bridewells, under the regulations of other towns in Ireland.; and I understand thei;e is 
every disposition to do so. Inspecting such places, where the Kings Bench regulations 
cannot be enforced, is worse than useless, as it appears to sanction them ; and I trust that 
an arrangement will be made this summer to provide a proper place, or that the custom of 
arresting the person will be abandoned.

County of Galway Gaol. 

THIS new gaol appears to me to be built on an excellent plan, and provides accom- 
modation for seven classes. The internal arrangements are good ; and if a system of 
employment for male prisoners were established, and some better regulations made as to 
hours for meals, and all business for the gaol, I should not hesitate to report it as one of 
the best managed in my district. This commercial town could surely provide some 
profitable labour, as well as Belfast and other places of trade, such as pounding hemp 
or picking oakum, and breaking stones for the high roads could be resorted to, as it has 
in some other prisons. t 

The female department is admirably well managed under a qualified matron ; work is 
procured for them, and a ladies committee visit.

New court-houses and bridewells on a liberal scale are erecting 
in these towns, under the superintendence of an able architect, 
Mr. Payne. As soon as they are in a greater state of forwardness 
I propose visiting them, and shall make a report to the grand jury 
at the summer assizes.

The accommodation this gaol affords consists of 10 yards, 10 day rooms 86 cells, a 
marshalsea, an hospital and a chapel.

Tuarn Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell consists of one cell and a small room for male prisoners, and one room 
up stairs for females ; the keeper occupies the remainder of the house, which is altogether 
unsuitable for a prison, having no yards or pump, and not sufficient accommodation for 
the usual number of prisoners, which at sessions frequently are upwards of 20. The 
county pays 24 1 . rent for this illegal place of confinement. If a site were granted by 
the Archbishop of Tuam, which I believe his Grace can do by law, a new and efficient 
bridewell could be erected for less than 500 /. and the present rent would pay interest 
for that sum. If this is not done, an addition should be immediately made. 

The cells are kept clean by the keeper, who is a correct man, and receives 20 l. salary. 
The regulations are posted up, and the prisoners are fed and provided with fuel and straw. 
I ordered a supply of bedsteads and blankets under the Act of Parliament. 

The Rev. Mr. Potter is local inspector, and frequently visits the prison. 



Gort Bridewell. 

THIS small prison consists of two cells for males, and one for females, with keepers 
apartments, and only one yard ; furniture, food and fuel are provided, and the apartments 
were clean ; the records are kept, and the regulations posted up ; but the habit of keeping 
prisoners ior many weeks, which is practised here, is not only illegal, but the prison does 
not provide sufficient accommodation for permanent residence. This evil has arisen from 
the refusal of _the grand jury to present the trifling expense of transmission. I commu- 
nicated with Lord Gort and some resident magistrates on the subject, and 1 trust the 
practice will not be continued. 1 can only report the circumstance, as I am not armed 
with authority to prevent it. 



Loughrea Bridewell. 

THIS wretched building consists of two dungeons and one large room up stairs, without 
yards, privy, pump or day rooms. It is devoid of all legal accommodation, and ought not 
to be used as a bridewell ; yet at sessions 20 prisoners are frequently confined in it. I wrote 
to Lord Clanncarde, the proprietor of the town, and his lordship stated in answer, that 
the grand jury had agreed to erect a new prison, but I believe the money has not yet 
been presented. I hope the approaching assizes will provide for a bridewell in this 
popidous town. Food and fuel are provided, but nothing can justify confinement in such 
an unventilated dungeon. The keeper has 20 1 . per annum, and is attentive to his duty. 



Ballinasloe Bridewell. 

THERE are only two small rooms and two yards in this bridewell: a day room should 
be added, as prisoners are frequently kept for more than a week in it. Food, fuel and 
straw are issued to pauper prisoners, and the regulations are attended to. A pump should 
be sunk, or water conveyed by a pipe into the yards. The keeper’s salary is 20 1 . per 
annum, and he is attentive to his duty. ■ 1 



Clifton Bridewell. 

I propose visiting this small bridewell in spring, when the yards which have been 
recommended and presented for are added. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the records 
kept and forwarded to our office. 

Woodford Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell consists of two small rooms and one yard, and answers the purpose of 
a temporary place of confinement. The records are kept, and furniture is provided for 
pauper prisoners, according to law. 
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Eyrecourt Bridewell. South 

THIS bridewell consists of 2 rooms and 1 yard, and is provided with the legal furniture. 

The records are kept, and the pauper prisoners fed, and provided with fuel and straw. 



Town of Galway Gaol. 

THIS gaol is kept clean, but that is the most I can say in its favour. The confined 
accommodation precludes many advantages which would arise from classifying the various 
degrees of crime, and from employment at profitable labour; and it would be unreason- 
able to attach blame to the working officers of the prison for these deficiencies. I regret, 
however, to report that the prisoners were filthy in their persons and disorderly in their 
manners. No order seemed to prevail ; their food was not issued at regular hours ; the 
females were not employed, or in a state of discipline which might be expected, as a matron 
was placed over them. I found a pack of cards amongst the male class, and had reason 
to apprehend spirits are admitted. These, with many minor points proving great neglect, 
denote at once that the officers of the gaol are either unacquainted with their duty, or 
totally neglect it, and the fact is so. The local inspector has been absent for some time, 
the protestant chaplain acting for him seldom attended. The matron is quite unqualified, 
and the gaoler is greatly to blame, as the resident responsible officer, for all the internal 
irregularities of the gaol, and which has induced some ladies, who formerly visited the 
female class, to retire from such a scene of disorder. 

There is no school, and all classes of tried and untried felons and vagrants are together. 
There is no chapel or infirmary ; an addition should be made to this confined prison. 

The accommodation afforded consists of 4 yards, 3 small day rooms, and 21 cells.

County of Kerry Gaol. 

THIS gaol is too small for the accommodation of the average number of prisoners, and 
a plan has been approved of an addition, which I believe will be commenced next spring. 
Till this shall be accomplished, classification or a good system of government and work 
cannot be established. The gaol was however kept very clean ; the officers are attentive 
to their duty, and the governor is zealous and intelligent. 

I recommended a plan for breaking stones for the streets, till a more lucrative employ- 
ment can be had, and more regularity of hours as to meals and inspection of provisions. 
Some hospital bedsteads and tickens for the gaol were required, and an additional turnkey 
and schoolmaster. The latter is necessary in the absence of all work, and this instruction 
is gratefully received by the prisoners in all other gaols. 

The females are well attended to under an efficient matron; I stated to the local inspec- 
tor, the Rev. Mr. Hurley, and also entered in the gaol books for the information of the 
board, all these deficiencies, which I trust will be provided for. 

The accommodation in this gaol consists of 7 yards, 4 day rooms, 56 cells, 2 solitary 
cells, a marshalsea and hospital.

County of Kerry Bridewells. 

AN arrangement has been made by Major Woodward, on his inspection last year, with 
the grand jury, , for additions to the several bridewells or new ones to be erected in this 
county* which are to be executed this spring; and I trust no delay will arise, as they 
are devoid of all the legal, accommodation of yards, day rooms, pumps and privies. In- 
spection is quite useless, as the law cannot be enforced in such places, nor is cleanliness 
or order practicable. 

The officiating clergymen in each place are ready to give their aid, if legal accommoda- 
tion is provided ; and have so far already assisted as to take care that the poor prisoners 
are fed and provided with straw and fuel. 

The board of superintendence did not meet at my inspection of the gaol at Tralee ; but 
I had the satisfaction of meeting some of them at the' bridewells ; and should the grand

King's Count// Gaol. 



THE interior management of this gaol is considerably improved since my last inspec- 
tion : the officiating clergyman has been appointed local inspector, and there appears- a 
manifest increase of zeal in the resident officers ; the prison is however defective in the 
accommodation of cells and yards, and is erected on a bad plan for inspection or classifi- 
cation. There is neither an infirmary, chapel, or work room, and consequently no further 
improvement can be expected under such circumstances. A new and commodious gaol 
on a better site should be erected for this populous and extensive county ; and should the 
grand jury not wish to incur the expense, l would recommend a house of correction to be 
built in some central situation, which would receive all the sentenced prisoners, and where 
employment and classification would be provided for. 

The accommodation of this gaol consists of 2 yards, 5 small kitchens, and 32 cells.

Parsonslown Bridewell. 

ON my visit to this district bridewell, 1 found it was progressively improving : there 
are only two as yet established in Ireland under the Act; and the objects of the Legislature 
I think are carried into effect, by relieving the county gaol from the sessions prisoners, 
and creating a more central place of confinement within the county, to avoid the expense 
and inconvenience of transmission. The sheriff still continues to send debtors to this 
gaol, which occupies so many cells, that much of the benefit to be derived from the dis- 
cipline and classification of criminals is lost. 

Some repairs are absolutely necessary in the yards for cleanliness and security, which 
would not admit of delay till the assizes ; and on my representation to Lord Oxmantown 
of this circumstance, the alterations were ordered. 

The keeper is attentive to his duty, keeps the records regular, and the gaol clean ; he 
acts as schoolmaster, and the time he can give to this branch of prison discipline has 
proved useful to many under his care. 

The pauper prisoners are fed and provided with straw, fuel and blankets ; and the Rev. 
Mr. Fetherston kindly acts -as local inspector, and gives a great share of time and atten- 
tion to the gaol. 

A tread-mill has been erected and is in operation ; and the accommodation consists of 
4 rooms, 6 cells, 1 solitary cell, 2 day rooms, and 2 yards. 

Shinronc Bridewell. 

NO alteration has taken place in this small bridewell since last year: there are two 
dark cells, which are kept clean, but without furniture, and there is no accommodation of 
yard, day room, privies or pump. Under these circumstances it cannot be regulated as a 
bridewell, but being only seven miles from the prison of Parsonstown, it may not be 
necessary to expend money in its improvement, provided prisoners are not detained more 
than 24 hours. 

Monet/gal Bridewell. 

Consists only of one small room in the keeper’s house, and is similarly circumstanced 
with Shinrone ; the regulations cannot be enforced in it, and all prisoners should be 
forwarded to Parsonstown within 24 hours. 
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County of Kilkenny Gaol. South 

THIS gaol continues to maintain its character as a well-managed county prison ; and . Pi9 * l>C - 
though the building is not erected on the modern plans for constant inspection by the 
governor, 1 do not consider it inferior to any in internal economy and discipline : the local 
inspector, chaplains and governor are all zealous in the discharge of their duly ; constant 
employment is provided for most of the prisoners ; an excellent and well-regulated school 
is established, and consequently cleanliness and order prevail. 

The tread-mill is in full operation, pounding hemp ; and it is in contemplation to add 
further machinery. 

The solitary cells I recommended last year are in progress, and most of my suggestions 
have been attended to by the grand jury. 

The matron is unqualified and inefficient ; and the board of superintendence, who held a 
meeting at my inspection, were satisfied on this point, so that I doubt not but the grand 
jury will remedy the evil, by appointing a fit person with a better salary ; the female 
department was consequently in confusion, and without profitable instruction. 

The pumps are out of order ; some tables and forms wanted ; and a few prison dresses 
for the tried criminals, who appeared slovenly for want of them. 

A chapel should be erected, as there is no regular place for worship. 

The accommodation provided in this gaol consists of 8 yards, 6 day rooms. 6 work 
rooms, 48 cells, a marshal&ea and infirmary.

Callan Bridewell. 

ON communicating with the Honourable Charles Butler on the subject of this illegal 
place of confinement, and where I hoped to find the new bridewell presented for in pro- 
gress, I understand no title can be procured for the site : under these circumstances, and 
as it is not a sessions town, I submit fur the consideration of the grand jury, that it 
should be abolished, under the directions of the Act 3 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 31, and the 
expense saved to the county. 



Thomastown Bridewell. 

I HAVE visited this bridewell twice since last Report. It is only intended as a 
place of confinement for a few nights, till persons can be conveniently transmitted to the 
county gaol ; and it has sufficient accommodation and separation for that purpose. From 
the escapes lately made from it, I fear it is not secure, or the keeper neglects his duty. 

The sewers have been repaired since last inspection, but no pump has been sunk, and 
no provision has been made by the grand jury for bedsteads and furniture, which I hope 
may be presented for this assizes. 

Food, straw and fuel are issued to the pauper prisoners, and the King’s Bench regula- 
tions are posted up. 

County of Kilkenny Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS is a small neat building, erected for the purpose of relieving the county gaol from 
such inmates. There are 6 cells for males and 4 for females, with a day room and yard 
to each. There are now confined in it 4 males and 10 females, under a careful and intelli- 
gent keeper, who treats them with kindness and as little restraint as possible. They are 
clothed and fed. 

City of Kilkenny Gaol. 

T MUST again report this prison as quite inefficient for all the objects of prison discipline, 
aud it remains as at last inspection, a mere place for safe keeping. It is devoid of sufficient 
accommodation, having only 10 cells. There cannot be established any useful classifica- 
tion. The keeper has only one small apartment, and no inspection of his prisoners from it. 
There are no work rooms, no place for worship, and no infirmary ; all which the law 
makes imperative. Under these circumstances it would be useless for me to enter into a 
detail of the internal management, which is necessarily confined to cleanliness : on this 
point I have nothing to complain of, as the prison is kept as clean as it will admit of. 

The keeper is not qualified for his office ; and the schoolmaster does not attend a suffi- 
cient number of hours to render any material service ; he has other engagements, and 
should be better paid and give his entire time to the gaol. 

There is no matron ; nor any attempt whatever, by work or instruction, w made to im- 
prove the condition of this class. , 
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SoMIi Thera is an extensive and dangerous crack in the wall, which calls for immediate ntw 
District, and some place should be provided to separate the sick from the healthy prisonera as I 
my inspection some were confined to their cells, which under any circumstances is not 
proper place, and in case of contagious disease would be fatal in its effects 
The board of superintendence held a meeting on the day of inspection, and the Marouie 
of Ormonde was kind enough to attend, when I explained the absolute necesshvTf 
erecting a new gaol; the expense of which would not exceed 6 A per acre as a i!

City of Kilkenny House of Correction. 

rHIS establishment is united with the mendicity department, and is conducted on sound 
principles, as hard labour and other works are provided for all the inmates. The keeper 
attends to his duty ; the rooms were clean, and the prisoners orderly. The accommodation 
was not originally intended for classification ; and where constant employment is procured 
it is not so necessary for minor offenders, who alone are sent here by the court. ' 

No provision is made for inspection or clerical duty by the city gaol officers, which the 
Act ot Parliament requires ; and milk is the legal diet instead of water. The lunatics and 
idiots are not kept separate from the same wards, which ought to be done. 



County of Limerick Gaol. 

THIS extensive new gaol has received so much of the attention of the board of superin- 
tendence, as to all its interior management and economy, and whose zeal and information 
on the subject of prison discipline is so well known, that I feel any report of mine almost 
unnecessary. If eveiy gaol in Ireland was equally clean and well attended to, the office of 
inspector-general would be unnecessary. It is however my duty to give an opinion on anv 
points which! think would tend to improve the system. The prisoners appeared tome slovenly 
and careless in their dress and manners, and to require from the governor more energy and 
discipline. 1 rofitable labour in the way of trades should, 1 think, be added for the benefit 
ot less criminal, or perhaps penitent, prisoners, exclusive of the hard labour of the tread- 
mill. The female classes should be divided, and prevented from seeing or conversing with 
the male classes through the iron railings, by boarding it up. The debtors should not be 
charged tor their rooms, though the fee does not go into the pocket of any officer; and 
the sewers ought to be repaired. I stated all these points to the board, and I have no 
doubt they will receive due consideration. A school is established, but the master should 
attend earlier. 

I visited the new lunatic asylum now building, accompanied by Mr. Spring Rice, and 
it appears to me well executed and on a good plan. I trust effective and practical 
officers will be appointed to manage it. 

The accommodation afforded in the county of Limerick gaol consists of 10 yards, 10 
day rooms, 103 cells, 5 solitary cells, a marshalsea, hospital and chapel.

County of Limerick Bridewells. 

THL bridewells in this county have for some time been placed by the grand jury under 
the control of their efficient board of superintendence, and money has been presented for 
alterations m them all, to provide the legal accommodation of yards and day rooms, so. as 
to separate male from female prisoners, and to provide room for air and exercise. These 
plans are in progress ; and it would be useless to detail the evils which have hitherto existed 
in such places of confinement. 

The pauper prisoners are all fed and provided with straw and fuel, and the records are kept. 

Rathkeale bridewell is almost ready for occupation ; and on my next visit I will furnish 
the bedsteads and blankets, should the board not wish it to do at the assizes., 

Some mistake has been made in the presentment for the alterations in Glynn bridewell, 
w nch has delayed the execution of that work, I trust it will be rectified this assizes, as I 
ound it in -a sad state of filth, and indeed no regularity could exist in such a dungeon.,

City of Limerick Gaol. 

THE entire arrangements and internal economy of this small city prison are well adapted 
to carry on a good system of prison discipline, and are very creditable to the local inspector, 
Mr. Gibson, who has certainly proved how soon economy and order may replace irregu- 
larity and tumult, in the most confined and ill-contrived prison. Whatever has been left in 
his power is done : cleanliness, system, obedience and regular hours, prevail throughout, 
and he is aided by an attentive gaoler and zealous officers; but here ends his power ; and 
if the means of obtaining productive labour and schooling are not given to him by the grand 
jury, the great ends of discipline will be lost. There can be no doubt but stone-breaking, 
pounding hemp or logwood, and picking oakum, could be procured in Limerick as well as at 
Belfast, where these works are provided constantly in the house of correction. And a 
schoolmaster could be procured to instruct the prisoners, which has in all parts of Ireland 
been gratefully received by them. 

The intended purchase of the old county gaol has not yet been completed, which is much 
wanted to increase the classification of this small gaol, and procure work rooms, separate 
cells for each prisoner, a general cooking kitchen, and an infirmary. 

The accommodation the present gaol affords, consists of 5 small yards, 5 day rooms, 41 
cells, and a marshalsea.

County of Mayo Gaol. 

THIS is an old gaol, and the place is not well calculated for classification or inspection ; 
but every thing has been done by the present governor to render it as efficient as it is 
capable of; cleanliness and good order prevailed in every department, evincing the general 
attention paid by all the officers to their duty. It is to be regretted under such circum- 
stances that the want of accommodation for work rooms, as well as cells and yards for 
minuter classification, puts a stop to the further progress of moral government; some employ- 
ment, however, might be found oy breaking stones for roads or streets, if encouraged by the 
grand jury and board of superintendence. A good school is established ; a matron is placed 
over the female department, which is in a detached prison or bridewell where the lunatics are 
also kept, and the hospital for both prisons placed under a separate establishment; this 
creates confusion, and nothing short of erecting a new county gaol will remedy the evil. 
The bridewell is kept clean, but the keeper is old and infirm, and the matron not well qua- 
lified to take the moral government of so important and extensive a department. The 
lunatics (19 in number) are well attended to, fed and clothed, and no unkind treatment or 
coercion used. 

The accommodation in the gaol consists of 6 yards, 6 day rooms, 25 cells, and a mar- 
shalsea; and in the bridewell 3 yards, 4 day rooms, and 12 cells.

As the building of the 
new gaol, presented for by the grand jury and approved of by the Lord Lieutenant, has 
not yet commenced, I trust at the ensuing assizes some steps may be taken to execute 
this necessary work, as the old prison is devoid of the accommodation required by law ■ 
there is no infirmary chapel, or work rooms, and not sufficient cells, yards or day rooms 
tor classification, and the plan is so bad as to preclude any efficient addition being made : 
under these circumstances, the erection of the new gaol' should not be delayed, on the

The yards require 
gravelling ; and sentinels should not be posted in them, as the communication of the 
military with prisoners has often proved injurious.

Abbeyleix Bridewell. 

THIS is the only place of confinement in the county, exclusive of the gaol at Maryboro • 
it cannot be denominated a bridewell, as it does not contain the legal accommodation 
ot a day room, yards, privy or pump, and consists only of 1 cell, which is used for 
rioters, or a prisoner for 24 hours to previous transmission to the county gaol. 



County of Tipperary Gaol. 

THE plan of this gaol is not calculated to forward the objects of classification, as the 
inmates of one class can converse with another from their cell windows; however, there 
is sufficient accommodation for 12 classes, and this has been carried into effect.’ The 
prison is kept very clean ; and on a reference to Major Woodward’s former Reports, it is 
obvious that a gradual improvement has taken place in all the departments ; that of the 
females is remarkable, where from the inspection and instruction by a qualified matron 
and the indefatigable zeal of a committee of visiting ladies, cleanliness, order and refor- 
mation is the certain result. 

Colonel Bagwell and some members of the board of superintendence were kind enough 
to attend at my inspection, and I suggested some regulations as to profitable labour 
regularity of hours for meals, respectful conduct of prisoners to their governors, &c. as 
well as cleanliness of their persons, the regular attendance of inspecting officers to sign 
the gaol book, and a small aid to the ladies to procure work for tne females, which were 
all promptly attended to. 

A male school is established, and a tread-mill in use for prisoners sentenced to hard 
labour.

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A part of the gaol is allocated as a house of correction ; and the general adoption of South 

this measure would have the best effects, if conducted by qualified governors, and District.

The accommodation afforded in this gaol, including the house of correction, consists 
of 10 yards, 14 day rooms, 71 cells, 4 solitary cells, a marshalsea, infirmary and chapel.

Cashel 'Bridewell. 

THIS is one of the best bridewells I have seen in the South District ; it is kept in 
excellent order, and is very creditable to the keeper, Mr. Jourdan. The males and 
females are separated ; furniture, food, fuel and straw are provided ; and the Rev. Mr. Powel, 
local inspector, gives his time and assistance to the management of it. 

The accommodation consists of 8 cells, 3 day rooms, and 2 yards ; the yards require 
levelling and gravel, and the walls should be raised for security ; the roof of the sessions- 
house is out of repair, and admits wet to part of the bridewell, which is under it, and the 
pump is out of order : these necessary alterations should be provided for at the assizes. 



Cahir Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is rapidly going to decay, and it never had the legal accommodation 
of 2 yards, a pump, and 2 day rooms, in order to separate male from female prisoners ; 
it contains 4 cells, 1 day room, and 1 yard ; in the latter the keeper kept his manure 
heap, and the whole place was filthy and out of order. Food and fuel are provided, and 
the regulations are posted up. 

The roof admits the wet in every part ; and if the necessary repairs are not made, it 
would be better to abandon it as a place of confinement. 

Tipperary Bridewell. 

THIS place of confinement is in a state of ruin ; and unless the grand jury provide for 
its repair, and add two small yards and a pump, it cannot legally come under the deno- 
mination of a bridewell, or be used as such. It consists of 5 cells and 2 day rooms, 
but there is no yard or furniture ; the flagging is all torn up, and rain descends into the 
cells from the roof of the sessions-house, and the whole prison is kept in a filthy state. 

Tkurles Bridewell. 

THIS is a large handsome building, and could be made use of as a district bridewell for 
all sessions prisoners, without forwarding them to the county gaol ; indeed the size of it 
was a useless expense, if this was not intended. It consists of 22 cells, 4 day rooms, and 
4 yards, with a pump and privies. The cells were clean and well kept, except two occupied 
by the keeper ; but there are seldom more than three or four prisoners confined here ; and 
there are only four bedsteads. 

The yards require gravelling, the roof is out of order, and the sewers are bad. The 
records are kept, and the pauper prisoners are fed. 

Templemore Bridewell. 

THIS is a good bridewell of the second class, containing 5 cells, 2 day rooms, 2 small 
yards, with pump and privies, and the necessary furniture. It is kept clean ; the regula- 
tions are posted up ; the prisoners are fed, and provided with fuel ana straw. 

The roof requires some repairs, and the walls of the yards are still not high enough for 
safe keeping ; a very trifling expenditure will complete it, which I hope will be presented 
for at the next assizes. 

Roscrea Bridewell. 

THIS is a large bridewell, consisting of 12 cells, 3 day rooms, and 2 large yards. It is 
kept in good order by the keeper: the pauper prisoners are fed, and provided with mel 
and straw. There are only 4 bedsteads, which is I believe sufficient for the usual number 
of prisoners. . . 

The yards are in an unfinished state, and require gravel and levelling, and a pump 
should be sunk. The keeper’s salary is only 10/. per annum, which is under payment for 
so large a prison.

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Nenagh Bridewell. 

THIS is ail efficient bridewell, consisting of 9 cells and 3 day rooms, with 2 yards 
The site is low, but it is kept clean and orderly. The regulations are posted up, and the 
prisoners are fed, and provided with fuel and straw. 1 

Newport Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is under repairs and alterations, and cannot become the subject of a 
report till it is finished and provided with furniture. It consisted of only 2 damp cells 
previously. 1

Borrisilcane Bridewell. 

Consists of 1 black hole in the market-house, without any legal accommodation, and 
consequently cannot be considered as a bridewell ; a sum of money has been presented to 
erect a new bridewell here, which I hope may be commenced in spring. 



Newbcrmingham Bridewell. 

A presentment has been made to render this small bridewell effective, which will be 
in progress in spring ; I propose then to visit it, and hope to be able to report on it 
favourably. 

It is my duty to state to the grand jury, that in my judgment so many permanent bride- 
wells are not necessary in the county of Tipperary. In any common case, I should say 
the three sessions towns are the only places for the erection of expensive prison establish- 
ments. However, if the grand jury consider that the entire as they now exist are to be 
kept up, I beg to state that each of them should be kept in repair, and provided with all 
the accommodation the law requires for places of confinement ; viz. separation between 
the male and female prisoners in cells, day rooms and yards, a good pump, privies and 
furniture, and qualified keepers. 

County of Waterford Gaol. 

THIS gaol has been originally built on a bad plan for classification, as the prisoners can 
communicate from the yards by day, and from their cell windows by night. A wing has 
been lately added, which provides the legal accommodation ; and if employment can be 
found for all the inmates, the interior management of this prison would be highly credit- 
able to the county. Breaking stones for the roads or streets, or picking oakum, would be 
profitable occupation without expense, should the grand jury not be disposed to purchase 
machinery for works of trade. 

The entire gaol is kept exceedingly clean, and the officers attend to their duty, and the 
governor is qualified for liis office. I visited at a very early hour the day after my inspec- 
tion, and was gratified at the apparent good order pursued. 

The female department is well regulated under a matron, and work is provided for the 
inmates. 

No schoolmaster has been appointed, which is necessary to a good prison system, espe- 
cially in the absence of all other employment for male criminals. 1 

A house of correction would be a useful establishment in this populous county; and 
also a provincial lunatic asylum under the regulations of the Act of Parliament, as these 
afflicted persons are in this and the neighbouring counties kept with the same paupers in 
the house of industry. 

The accommodation this gaol affords consists of 7 yards, 7 small day rooms, 36 cells, 
a marshalsea, an hospital and chapel.

County of Waterford Lunatic Asylum. 

I visited the lunatics in the house of industry, and found them well taken care of, fed 
and clothed, and under kind keepers; as to any treatment with a view to treatment 
of the malady, it is impracticable in places where charity only has provided a temporary 
place of residence. 

The vagrants in this house of industry are well attended to, and receive school instruction. 

City of Waterford Gaol. 

THIS gaol is old and badly constructed, but as it has the assistance of a house of cor- 
rection near the city ; it answers the purpose of a sheriff’s prison for untried prisoners. 

There is an extensive crack in the walls of the marslialsea class, which should be im- 
mediately attended to. No employment is provided for the prisoners ; and no school- 
master has been appointed. I trust the grand jury will present lor one at the approaching 
assizes. 

There is no matron, consequently the female class had no appearance of discipline or 
order. 

The prison is kept clean, but the good system established in the county gaol was by no 
means so manifest in the city prison. I trust at my next inspection I shall find the resident 
officers more attentive to the regulations established by the local inspector. 

The accommodation this gaol affords consists of 4 yards, 7 small day rooms, 14 cells, 
0 solitary ceils, a marshalsea, an hospital, and chapel.

City of Waterford House of Correction. 



IT is very creditable to the city of Waterford, that it is amongst the few counties in Ireland 
that have attempted to establish a house of correction in aid of the gaol ; but it is to be 
regretted that 1 cannot report favourably of its management, after the heavy expense 
incurred. The building is badly executed and is not secure ; the cells and day rooms admit 
wet through the flags, which are used in place of slates. The keeper is inefficient, and 
unacquainted with the important duty of moral governor. There is no employment but the 
tread-mill, which is not applicable to such criminals as show marks of penitence (and such 
instances maybe looked for in a well-regulated house of correction). Ihere is no school- 
master or matron, and thus all the great objects of such an establishment are set aside. In 
that at Belfast almost all those evils are remedied ; and I would submit that a qualified 
keeper should be immediately appointed, also a good schoolmaster and matron : constant 
employment for every prisoner is absolutely necessary to the good government ol any 
prison, especially of a house of correction ; and at Belfast an average of bo prisoners are 
employed in breaking stones, picking oakum, or pounding logwood. A great commercial 
city cannot fail to provide such work, if zealously sought tor by an efficient moral governor. 
If the county of Waterford grand jury could be induced to join in this establishment, with 
power to send their tried prisoners there, it would lessen the expenditure of each, and fill 
the cells, many of which are now unoccupied and useless. 

The accommodation this prison affords consists of 4 yards, 4 day rooms, 41 cells, 

1 solitary cell, and a chapel.

NO effectual alteration as to accommodation has taken place in this gaol since 
last inspection, when I reported on the total inefficiency of tne present building (con- 
taining only 24 cells) to provide classification for the average number of prisoners, 

1 70, J ~ O which 
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South which is about 80. I therefore again urge on the grand jury the necessity of building 
. aatrict - least 35 additional cells. The best mode of doing ‘.this would be to erect a house of cor- 
rr 'rection on the gaol ground, and adjoining the prison, so as to make the latter available" 
The architect showed me a plan which he has prepared for the grand jury, and with some 
alterations whicliT made it will, if acted on, supply all the legal and necessary accommo 
dation, and would not, I believe, exceed 5,000/. I am the more anxious to press this sub- 
ject on the grand jury, because the improvements made in the internal management of this 
gaol by the Rev. Mr. Newland, the local inspector, in finding employment for the prisoners 
establishing an excellent school, as well as the obvious cleanliness and discipline arising 
from his sound regulations, leads me to think that had this officer sufficient room to classify 
the prisoners, and enforce a higher degree of moral discipline, Wexford gaol would become 
one ot the most exemplary in the kingdom. 

Most of the male prisoners are employed in making fishing nets, which are sold at 
a price that gives some emolument to the inmates, without expense to the county. The 
tread-null is ready for work, and should have a machine attached to it for pounding 
hemp, which has been found profitable in the county of Kilkenny gaol. The females are 
constantly engaged m spinning, and receiving instruction under a qualified matron • and 
the governor and his assistant are zealous and intelligent officers. 

A- turnkey should be appointed to aid in the management ; and the schoolmaster should 
receive a small increase of salary, and give his entire time to the gaol. 

The new yards should be joined to the governor’s house by cross walls, and the heavy 
Arches removed, which make the passage too dark, and opens a communication be twee 
the classes. 

The infirmary is in danger, from an extensive crack in the wall, which calls for immediate 
attention. 

Most of my suggestions in last year’s Report have been acted on by the grand jury • 
and .f the house of correction is now presented for, nothing will be wanting to make this 
gaol all that the best friends of prison discipline could wish. There are only 24 cells for 
7° P nsoners > and no work rooms, which proves at once the absolute necessity of the addi- 
tion recommended. J

County of Wicklow Gaol. South 

. . . District 

I have to report this gaol as considerably improved since last year, in cleanliness and > . — 

discipline, arising from the removal of inefficient officers, and the adoption by the board 
of some of the regulations I recommended at my last inspection. The gaol is, however, 
badly constructed for a perfect system of inspection, classification and employment, and 
will require all the energy of qualified officers to make it a house of correction and 
moral government, as all prisons should be. I observed some of the worst characters for 
trial in the class with those for less criminal offences, on account of the want of room 
for more minute classification ; and the employment for the prisoners in net-making comes 
so far short of permanent work, that I can only report this important branch of prison 
discipline as in progress ; stone breaking and picking oakum should be added to the 
gaol works. 

The tread-mill is erected, but not used, on account of some doubts as to its legality, 

I believe it is proposed by Government to settle the point by law this Sessions of 
Parliament. 

The school is not sufficiently attended to by the master, who considers his salary not 
large enough. It is absolutely necessary he should reside in or near the gaol, and give 
his entire time to it, and 5 /. a year addition to his salary would amply remunerate him ; 
should he decline that, a qualified person can easily be procured, who would other- 
wise aid in the gaol as clerk. 

The hospital and marshalsea require an immediate supply of bedsteads and furniture, and 
some prison dresses for tried criminals should be ordered. 

The contractor of the late addition has not yet given it up complete to the commissioners, 
on account of some deficiency in workmanship. This should be enforced, or his securities 
called on to fulfil the contract. 

The accommodation this gaol affords consists of 6 yards, 5 small day rooms, and 2 work 
rooms, 34 cells, 2 solitary cells, a chapel, infirmary, and marshalsea.
